Political Leaders Expect Mu- 
nicipal Elections to Set- 
tle Bitter Battle 
in [linois. 


Prohibitionists Oampaign Over 
State and Victory Will Be 
Regarded as Wedge. 
in the North. 


In the municipal and township elections in 
illinois in April the saloon issue will be sub- 
mitted to the voters of tne state for decision 
in a manner so comprehensive that a victory 


almost a dry state. 

If Chicago gets the question at all—and this 
depends on the decision of the courts rel- 
ative to the submission of the Sunday saloon 
issue—it will be in an academic form, and 
the vote will represent only an exPreselon 
of opinion. 

Other cities and villages, their number being 
estimated by the prohibition leaders as be- 
ing more than a thousand, will have the 
question to settle in deadly earnest, and 
upon the vote depegds whether or not lii- 
censed saloons can continue to exist within 
their corporate limits. 

Apply Local Option Law. , 

The iasue is ‘being decided under the local 
option law passed by the legisiature in 1007. 
It allows «a vote by townships and 
cities, towns and villages. The first use of 
the law was last fall, when the issue was 
presented in the counties not under town- 
ship organization, and many of them went 
dry, either in part or entirely. 

Now the prohibitionists are submitting the 
question to cities and to townships. Some of 
the cities will vote as municipalities either 
April 7 or April 21, but most of the towns and 
villages will vote as parts of townships. In 
the latter case the rural vote, which always 
has been considered. more favorable to pro- 
hibition than a town vote, will help decide the 
issue. 

Outside of the town limits the voters'\are 
not #0 much interested in the financial) aspect 
of the question, not being concerned with the 
raising of money for administration pur- 
poses. 

There have been few contests which have 
been fought so bitterly as has this fight be- 
tween the saloons and the anti-saloon league. 
It has torn the cities of the state wide open, 
and has involved the business, religious, and 
social organizations. 


Bitter Fight by Saloons. 

The saloons have fought their enemies with 
every weapon which they could use. 
the -beyeott hae been employed against 
“Neew then who allied themselves with the 


} anti-ealoon movement or who signed local 


option petitions. Bankers who have identi- 
fied themselves with it have found themselves 
in trouble with brewers. Ministers who 
took too active a part in the campaign have 
found members deserting from their con- 
gregations and withdrawing financial gup- 
port from the churches. 

In some of the cities ‘it has been made a 
personal issue between men, d personal 
enmities of surprising character haye re- 
sulted. The saloons have appealed to farm- 
ers who sell grain to distilleries to use their 
influence with city mereohants in protest 
against the anti-saloon movement. They 
have made the question an economic one. 
They have used tax arguments with the 
taxpayers. 

The temperance organizations have used 
the churches and church organizations as the 
foundation for their work. In Bloomington 
women and ciusKiren are making house to 
house canvasses. Tihere are street parades 
amd temperance speakers hold meetings in 
the public square. In Galesburg the liquor 
men have prepared for election day by rent- 
ing all the livery rigs in town. 


Many Cities to Go on Record, 
Reports show that nearly all the cities of 
the state, with the exeeption of Chicago, Ot- 
tawa, Peorta, Quincy, and Hast St. Louis, 
are concerned. The prohibitionists -are 
confident of winning in Rockford, Waukegan, 


Danville, arid Decatur among the larger 
cities and they have hope of winning in a 
number of other cities of this class, including 
SpringfieM and Joliet. 

it is by far the widest spread liquor con- 
test which has been made in the state, and 
if it has anything like the success for which 
the prohibitionists hope, the state will be 
carved up in all directions by te creation of 
“dry” territory 

Heretofore when the anti-saloon issue was 
presented to the voters, their dedision was 
merely advisory and had no more than moral 
force. The city, or town council, or the vil- 
lage board could be guided by it, or it could 
refuse to recognize it. There were instances 
where a city voted against the saloons which 
nevertheless were licensed by the council. 


Vote Is Mandatory. 

This time the vote is mandatory and within 
thirty days of the election the saloons must 
close their doors In a city, town, village, or 
township in which a majority of the votes 
cast on the proposition were adverse to the 
liquor interests. 


tion forces recognize the campaign to be one 
of the highest importance. Illinois is re- 
garded as typical of the northern states with 
diversified population and a fair field fer a 
test to determine whether prohibition is to 
spread throughout the north with the rapid- 
ity with which it did in the south, where 
other than temperancé questions entered into 
the issue. 
Statement by the Drys. 

A statement showing the scope of the cam- 
paign throughout the state was issued yes- 
ter@ay from the prohibition state head- 
querters by State Chairman Alonzo E. Wil- 
son. It follows: 

“The temperance people are well or- 
ganized, hopeful, and enthusiastic. The 
traveling men Gown the state are almost a 
unit in saying that all but three or four 
cities will go Gry. On April 7, 1,800 to 2.000 
cities and villages will vote on the question 
as to whether their townships shall become 
anti-ealoon territory. Chicago, Ottawa, 
Peoria, and Quincy are practically the only 
cities where a vote will not be taken, and 
to this list was added last week Hast St. 
Louis, where the temperance people filed 
their petition with the city clerk rather than 
the board of election commissioners and 
were knocked off the ballot.

POISON GIVEN BY MISTAKE; 
DEATH PREVENTED BY WIRE. 


Traveler Buys Medicine Containing a 
Deadly Drug and Seller’s Telegram 
Reaches Him Just in Time. 


Utica, N. Y., March 21.—[Special.}—Ac- 
cording to the story told at the railroad 
office here today, a fatality was narrowly 
averted last night when William Brady, a 
passenger on a train'on the Mohawk and 
Malone division of ‘the New York Central 
from Montreal to New York, was stopped 
parely in time’ from taking poison given 
through a mistake by a Montreal druggist. 
Brady. has the telegraph to’thank for escap- 
ing death.

Effects of Panic. 


At the conclusion of the latter Secretary 
Loeb made public the statement presented 
to the president by commercial interests of 
Chicago, St. Louis, and Kansas City. It was: 

‘‘Mr. President-—-The organizations we rep- 
resent have a membership of about 4,500 
business men, corporations, firms, and indi- 
viduals, engaged in the development of the 
agricultural resources and the manufactur- 
ing, commercial, and financial interests of 
the middle west. 

“In the pursuit of_our various lines of 
business, we come in contact with almost 
every portion of the country, but especially 
of the Mississippi valley. We werenever ina 
more prosperous condition than prior to the 
panic of last fall. Our labor was all em- 
ployed, our capital profitably invested. 

“In a short period these conditions have 
changed. Certain ‘lines of business are al- 
most stagnant, brought about by the fear of 
the people as to the stability of some of our 
institutions. 3 

“Two primary causes are responsible for 
this condition. First, the gross violation of 
law by some corporations and grafting by 
some public officials, and secondly, a defi- 
cient currency system wholly incapable of 
responding to the needs of commerce when 
fear and uncertainty are engendered into the 
minds of the masses.

‘The starting of this period of unrest and 
distrust was the exposure brought about by 
the ineurance investigation in New York, 
where it was shown that the trustees of cor- 
porations, acting for millions of our people ; 
and representing in assets more than a thou- 
sand millions of dollara, had im some in- 
stances used the assets of the corporations in 
direct violation of law. 

‘Following this came the great calamity 
at San. Francisco, almost destroying the 
sixth great city of the nation, entaling a loss 
of several hundred milion.dollars, impover- 
ishing the citizens as well as the insurance 
companies. j 

“Then upon the heels of this disaster we 
find the public officials of that city charged 
with the violation of almost every trust 
while the people were battling for existence. 
We also had the grafting and bribery that 
were unearthed in at least three other imper- 
tant cities, and finally came the exposure of 
high finance, manipulations of the assets of 
great railroads, followed by the conviction 
of their officials and also those of large in- 
dustrial corporations for utter disregard of 
the laws of the nation and the state. 

“ When these thi.gs are considered no one 
ean express surprise that the confidence of 
the people shou.d be shaken, 

‘To you; Mr. Presicent, we accord) the 
credit due for compelling a respect for the 
law by the great and the small alike. 

“ We believe that your work toward busi- 
ness morality will be remembered as a mile- 
stone not only in the development of this 
country’s business morals but as a milestone 
in the progress of the world. 

“No great good has ever been accomplished 
in any times without some suffering in con- 
sequence, but we now urge you to consider 
with extreme patience the unusual concitions 
that prevail, and, while abandoning no ex- 
pressed principle, to adjust your executive 
actions to the requirements of this period of 
business timidity. > 

* We ask you, Mr. President, to indicate to 
congress the corrective measures you deem 
it necessary to take. We believe that the , 
first step toward resumption of norma! busi- 
ness conditions can be taken by congress 
in responsato explicit recommendations by 


the executive.”’ 


Leaders at White House. 

The president, Senator. Aldrich, and Rep- 
resentatives Payne of New York, Dalzell of 
Pennsylvania, and Hepburn of Iowa par- 
ticipated in the conference today. 

An agreement was reached between the 
president and the leaders of the house and 
senate in favor of a declaration far a re- 
vision of the tariff at a special session to be | 
held after March 4, 1909. 

It was decided that the best manner in 
which to prepare fer the legislation is to 
have investigations conducted by the ways 
and means committee of the house and the | 
finance committee of the senate. ‘ 

The amendments suggested to the Sherman 
anti-trust law were discuesed briefly. The 
president said that a bill would be presented 
providing for the legalizing of traffic agree- 
ments between railroads. s 

He called attention to the fact that labor 
organizations had been expected to agree 
to such legislation in return for a provision 
exempting them from the operations of the 
law. 

The legislators present were not ready to 
assent to the demands made by labor in their 
bill of grievances recently submitted to con- 
g and on that account urged that it 
whuld be inadvisable to attempt any revision 
of the Sherman law at this time. 

On the statement that it was not certain 
that labor had rejected unalkerably the pro- 
posals for an.agreement under which some 
of the benefits would accrue to organized 
labor, the subject went over until such time 
as the president shall be ready to present his 
bill in: concrete form.

PRAISE FOR JUDGE CLELAND 
GIVEN IN SERMON OF RABBI. 


Dr. Schanfarber Tells of Benefita of 
Adult Parole System and Saye It 
Should Be Legal. 


Judge Cleland’s parole system was de- 
fended warmly by Rabbi Tobias Schanfarber 
yesterday in a sermon in Kehilath Anshe 
Mayriv temple. 

“ The discussion that has been precipitated 
during the last week, attacking not only the 
justice and propriety of the parole system as 
practiced by Judge Cleland, but also his 
veracity,”’ said Rabbi Schanfarber, *‘ must 
have aroused a spirit of resentment in all 
those who know the character of the man 
and the good he has accomplished in the brief 
space of a year by the methods he has intro- 
duced. I hold no brief in defending Judge 
Cleland. He can defend himself. But I do 
desire to say a word in favor of his system 
of parole. . 

“If this parole system is not acting in 
accordance with the spirit of the law, it is 
acting in the spirit of religion. If there is no 
adult probation law there ought to be one. 
Such a law would temper justice with mercy. 
It would help in the regenerating of men. 
More and more are we coming to believe that 
the punitive system does not effect the reform 
we are after. 

* Imprisonment is more apt to deform than 
reform the criminal. There are some crim- 
inals who- will never reform, For the safety 
of society no punishment is too severe for 
them. But for those whose misdemeanors 
are slight the chance should be given before 
incarceration to reform by holding over their 
heads a suspended sentence. 

“It is not to be understood that many of 
the clergy of the city have asked that Judge 
Cleland be restored to the Maxwell street 
court. Sociologists who know claim that he 
has accomplished much in one brief year. 

“It is to be hoped that the legislature of 
Iilinoie will pass the adult prowation law. 
Four other states in the country have such 
a law, and are satisfied with its workings.”’ 


BODY DISCOVERED IN LAKE; 
WOUND POINTS TO MURDER. 


Bullethole Over Right Temple of Well 
Dressed, Unidentified Man Causes Po- 
lice to Begin Investigation.

FEMININE COLLEGE GRADUATES 
HEAR OF WOMAN’S SUFFRAGE. 


Mrs. Ella Seass Stewart Tells Members 
of Chicago Association the Ballot 
Is Their Right. 


An audience of 100 women, graduates of 
American universities, were instructed yes- 
terday afternoon in the arguments for wom- 
an’s suffrage by Mrs. Ella Seass Stewart, 
president of the Illinois Equal Suffrage asso- 
ciation, and Mrs. Raymond Robins, a settle- 
ment worker. : 

The women were members and guests of 
the Chicago Association of Collegiate Alum- 
ne, an organization which holds Saturday 
afternoon meetings at the rooms of the Chi- 
cago College club, in the Fine Arts build- 
ing, and provides conservative audiences 
for the discussion of radical subjects. 

Mrs. Stewart ‘sald the principles of de- 
mooracy will tolerate nothing but suffrage 
for women. 

‘‘It wasn’t so. long ago,” she said, ¥ that 
our forefathers went about doffing their 
three cornered hate with an invariable refer- 
ence to the saying, ‘taxation without repre- ‘ 
sentation is tyranny.’» That old saying ap- 
plies with all ite force to us women. The 
principles of the cengtitution do not contem- 
platé’that one group of human beings shall 
shut off the right to vote from another. 
The ballot is not & privilege: it is a right."”’ 

Mrs. Robins discussed woman's suffrage 
from the standpoint of the wage earner, 
emphasizing the large number of woman 
workers and the need of protective legisla- 
tion, to be obtained largely through the 
votes of women.

“Unele Dan’? Coleman Says He 
Served Wine to Emancipator. 


JOHN WENTWORTH BUYER. 


Aged Bartender Declares He Remem- 
bers the Incident Well. 


- Yes, Abraham Lincoln did take a drink of 
liquor on at least one occasion. 

‘Uncle Dah” Coleman, the barkeeper who 
served the drink to Mr. Lincoln, eays so. 

It was port wine, and Mr. Lincoln drank 

it down as if he liked it, leaving none of it 
in the glass. 
Mr. Coleman, who is @ saloonkeeper in an 
out of the way place in the rear of 58 Lake 
street, is not going to apply for fhe $50 re- 
ward that Alonzo E. Wilson offered ‘the 
other day for any positive evidence that Mr. 
Lincoln ever drank spirituous liquor. 

"I don’t care for the $50," he said, “ for 
Besides, how could I prove it? 
It's only my word. Mr. Lincoln is dead. 
So is ‘Long John’ Wentworth, who drank 
with him. I'm not looking for any notoriety. 
My wife said. to me: ‘ Why not.call on Mr. 
Wilson?’ I'm not interested enough. Every- 
body knew in those days that Mr. Lincoln 
took a drink whenever he felt like it, and he 
must have gold it in hity country grocery at 
New Salem. Evéry country grocer did.” 


In Original “House of David.” 

“It was the’ hight that President Lincoln 
was on his way to: Washington to be inaugu- 
said Dan, as 
he poured himself out a glass of Rhine wine, 
on the invifation of a visitor, who took a 
beer. “It was in the original ‘ House of 
David,’ the: upper bar of the Tremont house, 
Some say this was called the ‘ House of 
David’ after David A. Gage, and same say 
it was called after David Horan, my partner. 
There was another imitation ‘House of 
David’ later. 

* Mr. Lincoln came in early in the evening 
with Long John. : , 

“*What'll you have. Abe?’ asked John. 

**O, a little port wine, 1 guess,’ answered 
Mr. Lincoln. ‘I’m not feeling much like 
drinking tonight.’ 

“*Take a litti€ brandy and sugar,’ ad- 
vised Wentworth, “‘ That’s what I’m roing 
to take.’ 

“They had quite a little argument over 
the drink, but Mr. Lincoln thisisted he only 
wanted wine. He poured out a good sized 
drink for himself. Wentworth took a much 
} larger drink. Liquor was served in those old 
fashioned toddy glasses, nearly as large as 
a modern béer' giass. 


No Limit on Size of Drink. 


“There was no restriction as to the sige 


brandy or whisky was 10 cents, no matter 
how big a drink ff wav. 

“They took only this one drink. Went- 
worth was arguing that Mr. Lincoln ought 
to take a late train, instead of the one leav- 
ing at about 8 o'clock. There had been re- 
ports that the Baltimore plug uglies were 
going to wreck the train.

HIGH LICENSE BILL PASSED.

It is alleged in the bill that the consolida- 
tion of the Elgin, Aurora and Southern Trac- 
tion company, the Elgin, Aurora and Chicago 
railway, and the Cook County and Souther) 
railway was made four years ago. 

The bill claims that the combination of the 
three electric lines is illegal on the grounds 
the Elgin, Aurora and Southern Traction

»corporated under the raliroad act. It is 
claimed in the bill that railways organized 
under different acts cannot merge. 

It is claimed the merged roads have no legal 
right to operate cars in the streets of Aurora. 
and the validity of the transfer of the assets 
of the company by trust deed to the Northern 
Trust company is questioned.

Conditions at the Home.

The New York Life was one of the original 
and best paying clients of the Hughes law 
firm. The extraordinary success of this 
painstaking lawyer, his capacity for putting 
figures in such a way that they would tel! 
their own story, his ability to expose rotten- 
ness, no matter how carefully it was con- 
cealed, made him famous. 


Result of Insurance Inquiry. 


The results of the insurance investiga- 
tion were probably much greater than those 
which followed the exposure of the Consoli- 
dated Gas monopoly.

Through long weeks of patient inquiry in

He frequently 
protected some of thé biggest men in the 
insurance scandal against the results of 
their own incautious admissions. The in- 
fluence of this extraordinary investigation 
was always thrown in the direction of giv- 
ing to the public the exact facts. With that 
unerring instinct of his which has since been 
equally successful, this clever lawyer knew 
that bare facts themselves, if presented in 
all their hideous n ness, in proper order 
and at the proper timé, would be more potent 
to rouse public opinion than any rhetoric. 


Roosevelt Made Liughes Governor. 

It was Theodore Roosevelt who made 
Hughes governer. That is matter of political 
history which i¢ . now . undisputed. The 
message from the president wag telephoned 
to the Saratoga convention by George Bruce 
Cortelyou, now secretary of the treasury and 
previously chairman of the national com- 
mittee. President Roosevelt recognized 
both the, political and personal value of the 
lawyer, Hughes. There is not a more astute 
politician in the country than Theodore 


Roosevelt... Hé was quick to recognize the 


political assets Hughes had acquired in the ~ 
gas and insurance investigations. 

The chances are that.if the president’s in- 
timation to the Saratoxa convention had 
been disregarded and other candidates than 
suggested had been put at the head of the 
republican ticket the democrats would have 
made a clean sweep and Hearst would be 
governor of New York today. 

There could not be two men more widely 
dissimilar than President Roosevelt and 
Gov. Hughes. It is scarcely to be won- 
dered at that as months have gone by no 
political friendship hana @eveloped between 
the two.

New York Congressman Accuses [)li- 
nois Man of Stealing Time and Legis- 
lative Ideas. 


Washington, D. C., March 21.—Reverting 
to the refusal yesterday of the house to sus- 
tain a resolution. calling on the president to 
supply the house with information concern- 
ing corporations, collected by the bureau of 
corporations Mr. Sulzer of New York took 
to task Mr. Mann of JMinois for claiming 
credit for the introduction of the act creat- 
ing the bureau.

Address to Workers Says No 
Power Can Stop Union 
Movement.

| Seeks Amendment of the Sher- 
man Law and Wants Regu- 
lation of Injunctions, 


Washington, D. C., March 21.—“"*While the 
Supreme court or other institutions may be 
able temporarily to retard and seriously em- 
batrass the growth and action of our move- 
ment, we boldly assert that no power omearth ” 
can destroy, suctessfully outlaw, or disrupt 
the trade union movement.’ 

These words form the key to an address 
issued tonight to organized labor and farm- 
ers’ associations by the labor leaders who 
have been fn session in this city for the last 
four days. Samuel Gompers, president. of 
the American Federation of Labor, called the 
meeting. 

The address states that a large part of the 
discussions of the cenference was devoted 
to the censideration of the Supreme court's 
action in applying the Sherman anti-trust 
law to labor. 


Harmony Marks’ Proceedings. 


“ The proceedings, ” the address says, 
‘“‘were marked: by the utmost harmony, There 
was indeed the intengeity of feeling which so 
grave a situation must evoke: There was 
aiso an unbounded enthusiasm, a grim ear- 
nestness of purpose, and a firm determination 
that.the work initiated ty this conference 
should not cease until the wrongs from whjcb 
the workers ruffer shall be righted- and their 
liberty, which has been imperiled, sha]l ‘be 
restored and forever, safeguarded.”’ 

It was the unanimous feeling of the confer- 
ence that steps should be taken to impress 
upon congress the necessity for prompt ac- 
tion towand amending the Sherman ant!- 
trust law so that it shalfbe inapplicable to 

“ organizations or assotiations not for profit 
and without capital stock, nor to members 
of such orgahizafions or associations; nor to 
any arraignments, agreements, or combina- 
tions among: persons engaged in agriculture 
or horticulture made with a view of enhan- 
cing the price of their own agricultural or 
horticultural products."’ 


Want Law Against Injunctions. 


The conferencd pledged itself to use its in- 
fluence toward procuring the enactment of a 
bill, to regulate and limit the issuance of an 
injunction and also of a new employers’ lia- 
bility’ bill. Continuing, the address saya it 
is the belief that congress appreciates the 
gravity of the situation, and it is declared 
that-““labor is in no mfood to be trified -with.” 

Every legitimate pressure, it is stated, must 
be brought to bear upon congress ‘‘in the 
effort to pracure the passage of our amend- 
ment’ to the Sherman lew.” 

It:is ‘declared that’ resolutions should be 
adopted urging congress to amend the Sher- 
man law “and warning congress that it will 
be held responsible for failure to enact such 
legisiation,”’ and, it is stated,.‘‘ upon the rec- 
ord of this congress wil! be based the work- 
ers’ decision as_to a candidate's future de 
sirability‘as a member of congress.” ° 


Declares War on Enemies. 


After stating it to be the duty of laboring 
men to question candidates for congress as 
to their attitude toward labor legislation, the 
address calls upen the labor workers ‘to 
stand: faithfully by our’friends; oppose and 
defeat our enemies, whether they be candi- 
dates for president, for congress, or other 
offices.. whether legisiqtive, Snoautivee OF 
judieial. ‘ 

“ Hoid masemeetings in every city and 
town in the United Statee qn the evening of 
the third Sunday or Monday {n April,-19 or 
20,-and at that'meeting voice fully-and un- 
+ mistakably labor's prosest against the Su. 
preme court decision, which strips labor of 
the rights and liberties which we had sup- 
posed were guaranteed by the constitution. 

“Each candidate,”’ continues the address, 
“should be questioned and pledged as to his 
attitude ,upon all subjects of importance to 
the. tollers, whether in factory, farm, field, 
shop, or mine.” 

“We call upon the executive council] and 
upon al) labor,’’ concludes the address, “ to 
use every possible legitimate effort to secure 
for the workers their inalienable liberties and 
their proper fecognition as a vital poftion of 
the fabric of our civilization.”’ 

A foot note to the addressstates that‘ this 
address is+ signed by the same: names ‘as 
were appended to “ Labor’s protest to con- 
gress.”’

Chamber Demands Action on Old 
Age Bill Ere 1909. 


PRINCIPLE Is SOCIALISTIC. 


. 


Workmen and Employers Unite in 
Equal Contributions to Fund. 


PARIS, March 21.—Finding that the con- 
tinued opposition of the senate to the work- 
men's old age pension bill, passed by the 
chamber in 1906, promised to postpore indefi- 
nitely thé realization of this social reform 
the radical wing of the French republicans 
have been promising for year, the chamber 
of deputies has consented to a’ compromise 
and served notice that this compromise must 
become a law before 1900. * 

The workmen's pension is a cardinal prin- 
ciple of French socialism. It is based upon 
the theory that tmprovidence ie a social evil 
and that the state should,compel workmen 
to put aside part of thejr earnings to provide 
for old age. 

Responsibility of the state toward the aged 
and decrepit was recognized in the law of 1905 
providing for aid to persons over 70 who are 
infirm, ineapacitated,-or incurable. 


$50,000 Helped Last Year. 

Over 350,000 persons were benefited by this 
law last year, receiving about $12,000,000. 

To the, long delay in realizing the work- 
men's pension eacheme is attributed the iIn- 
crease of revolutionary agitation among the 
laboring classes. The senate has thus far 
been able to successfully fight the bill by 
raising the specter of the tremendous charge 
it would impose, not only upon industry, but 
upon the public treasury. 

By the terms of the bill workmen con- 
tribute 2 per cent of their wages and the em- 
ployers a like percentage during a period of 
thirty years, thus creating a fund from which 
the workman thereafter is to receive an 
annua] minimum pension of $72. 

The state is to contribute only when the 
savings of the, workmen do not create a fund 
large enough.to furnish a pension of that 
amount. . 

igures as to what this would involve in 
the way of State lability differ widely, for 
statistics of wages are hazy. 
May Be 2,000,000 Pensioners. 

Upon the promulgation of the lew it is pro- 
posed 40 grant annual pensions to all work- 
men over 60 who have worked thirty years 
and gradually in¢rease the scale of pensions 
of.those. “graduating” each succeeding 
year until at the end @f thirty years all 
will receive at least $72. _. 

The number who would be entitled to pen- 
sions the first year. varies according to the 
estimates from 1,054,000 to 2,000,000, and the 
state's liability.in the beginning varies from 
$28,000,000 to $180,000,000. Liability after the 
scheme is in permanent operation is fixed 
approximately at $68,000,000.

ST. PETERSBURG. March  21.—Gen. 
Kuropatkin, looking aged and slightly un- 
kempt as compared with his Manchuria 
days, has been wintering in St. Petersburg 
and missing a good deal of society. In a re- 
cent interview on the situation in the east 
he said that for Russia such a war would be a 
great misfortune, but if was ine ble, 
then it would be better for Russia to go the 
whole, way, cost what it will, than to stop 
when the work is half done, as it did in the 
Ruseo-Jap conflict... 

Asked what he thought of the rumors that 
Japan was again preparing to attack Rus- 
sia, the general said: ‘I am convinced that 
Japan is dissatisfied with the results of the 
recemt war.” Kuropatkin believes Russia, if 
it intends to remain a great country, must 
have & great fleet, but lamented that means 
are limited and that the more spent on a 
fleet the more the army will be neglected. 

Speaking of the Port Arthur court martial, 
he said it had been a hardship to everybody, 
the great story of a heroic defense had been 
spotied by all sorts of petty intrigues and 
calumnies, but the evidence showed that the 
great bulk of Russian officers and men had 
fought well.

LONDON, March 21.—“ Palmistry is an ab- 
solute absurdity; the whole thing is beneath 
contempt,”’ declared Prof. Stirling, dean of 
the medical faculty and professor of physiol- 
ogy at Victoria university; Manchester, in 
the course of a lecture at the Royal institu- 
tion this week. 

“Took at your palms,” he continued, “ and 
you will find certain q@ssical lines. These 
lines—the so-called lines of life, heart, and 
head, and the girdle of Venus, and the 
bracelets of life around your wristse—what do 
you suppose they really ere 

“ They -are nothing more nor less than 
creases or foids produced by the action of the 
muscles. The line of the heart, for in- 
stance, is, the flexure of the four fingers; the 
line of life is the result of action of the thumb. 
All these lines that have been given astro- 
nomical names by palmists are character- 


istic flexures. — 
“You will find the same lines on the palm 


of the Barbary ape.

| Bigger than Lake Superior. . 

I have traveled over most of the lakes 
of the world. I know those 
country well and likewise those of Europe 
and South America. I have crossed Lake 
Titicaea, which lies two and one-half miles 
above the sea on the top of the Andes, and 
have meen the Dead sea, which is a quarter 
of a mile below the level of the oces . on 
the edge of the Holy Land. Omitting the 
Caspian sea, Victoria Nyansa is the biggest 
lake of the world. It is the largest body of 
fresh water on earth, outranking Lake Su- 
perior by about 1,000 square miles. 

If you could pick it up and spread it over 
the United States it would cover the whole 
of South Carolina, or, dropping it into New 
England, it would drown the states of Mas- 
sachusetts, New Hampshire, Vermont, Rhode 
Island, and Connecticut. It is three-fourths 
the size of either Kentucky, Virginia, or 
Ohio, and is more than half as large as all of 
our great lakes combined. It is three times 
as big as Lake Erie,.and if one could put 
Lake Erie and Lake Huron into one body 
they ‘Would cover about the same surface. 

This lake is twice as big as Tanganyika, 
although it is only half as long, and it has 
three times the area of Lake Chad, which lies 
away off to the northwest, above the French 
Congo, on the southern edge of the Sahara. 
Lake Victoria is almost quadrilateral in 
shape. Tanganyika is a long, narrow trough 
nee ey hills. SF lag is long and nar- 
row, and so are. e Rudolf Albert 
Nyanga at the north. ag 


On the Roof of Africa. 

Victoria Nyanza is more like our own 
Superior than any of the other great sation on 
fresh water. It Mes in the highlands and 
might -be said to bée.on the roof of the African 
continent as Superior is on the eastern roof 
of the North American continent. Lake Vie- 
toria is, however, nore than six times as h 
up in the air as Lake Superior and more than 
seven times aa high as Huron or Michigan. 
aaa ata pe feet above the sea and is 
within eet of the altitude of t 
Salt lake. nn 

As to the th of the lake its bottom has 
not veen cefefully surveyed, but there are 
places which measure over 600 feet. This is 
about three times the depth of Lake Erie, vut 
not nearly so deep as Lakes Superior, Huron, 
ahd Michigan. This jake has/a mighty vol- 
ume Of water and ite surfacé rises forty or 
fifty inches during some years. The volume 
is so great that a dam might be placed at 
the source of the Nile and give water for 
irrigation for vast territories along the course 
of that river which are now undreamed of. 
As to this matter, however, I will write in the 


future. 
Some Tribes Still at War. 


Until within the last few years this region 
was one of the blackest parts of the African 
continent. Slavery was common everywhere 
and cannibalism rife... No one knew there was 
a lake here at all until 1868, when Speke dis- 
covered the southern shores, and we had no 
idea of its extent until our own Henry M. 
Stanley went around the lake in 1875. 

As it is now, about the only inhabitants are 
these queer tribes of African natives, who in 
certain regions are still warring with one 
another. I have described the naked Kavi- 
rondo and some of their queer customs. North 
of Victoria Nyanga are natives who are as 
far different from them as wé Americans are 
different from the Japanese or Chinese. 

On the south are other tribes with other 
strange customs, and the whole lake is sur- 
rounded by a dozen or more different peoples, 
each differing from all the. others in appear- 
ance and in their various grades of civiliza- 
tion. 

No Buromean boat had ever been seen on 
this lake 1 Stanley came, and he was told 
that the lake was so large that it would take 
several years to go around it. Before that 
the boats were such as we now see used by 
the natives. They consist of boards sewed 
together with fiber of the raphia palm and 
can only be kept from sinking by industrious

ed Four British Ships in Use. 

At present there are four little steatners 
Belonging to the British on Lake Victoria. 
“One of these is the Sir William McKinnon, 
Which was brought up from the ocean in 
pleces before the Uganda railwey was built 
and here put together. It is still in commis- 
pion and is used by the British officials as 
@ sort of a dispatch boat. 

The next two steamers are the Sybil and 
‘Winnifred, each of about 600 tons, and the 
other is the Sir Clement Hill, which ts of 800 


vo e from port to port requiring about 
gy og It is upon the Sybil that I am 
writing this letter. 

The Bybil moves by a screw. It has a 
@moke stacl: in the center and two masts 
before and behind, with a lifeboat on deck. 
It bas about a dozen cabins with a dark 
Mttie dining saloon in the rear. Tue cabins 
are lighted by electricity and each has an 
electric fan. Back of the dining saloon is a 
ledge up under the portholes. 

The top deck has a double awning of can- 
vas to protect us from the tropical sun, and at 
midday wé are advised to keep our hats on 
while eitting under it. The suns rays are 
strong in this latitude and one must protect 
this head even when indoors if the roof is not 
thick. 

Sailors Get Ten Cents a Day. 

As to first class passengers, we have only 
Bbout a half dozen on the Sybil, and they 
and the English officers are the only Euro- 
Ppeans. The sailors are half-naked natives, 
who get wages of about 10 cents a day, and 
the steward and cooks are Hindoos, who are 
paid a little more. 

The passengers are two British officiais 
on their way to serve in interior Uganda, a 
German surgeon who is bound for Mwanza. 
in the kaieer’s territories on the south of 
the lake; a Congo trader, who has about 
a cartload of beads and brass wire with him 
to buy ivory and rubber, and a missionary 
who is going to Kampala and who will get 
off at Entebbe.+ In addition to these are my- 
eéif and son, who wii leave the boat at En- 
tebbe for Uganda. 

We have also on board a half dozen native 
soldiers, and one of these is always guard- 
ing the mail. The bags were carried, under 
guard, on to the boat at Port Florence, and 
a soldier with a gun in his hand stands beside 
them day and night throughout the voyage. 


All Fine Except Vermin. 


The prospect is that Lake Victoria will 
Some day be as well known to the globe- 
trotter as the great lake3 of America. The 
expense of coming here is too high for the 
ordinary traveler, but the man who can 
pay the bilis can live on these boats almost 
as comfortably as at home. 

I mean as far as eating and drinking are 
concerned. and as respects the climate. 
There is much to be desired in the matter 
of freedom from cockroaches, rats, and other 
insects. I have never seen so many and such 
wild animals of the roach kind before. My 
cabin has some as large as mice and it seems 
to me that they come out in the daytime and 
look #* one while they sharpen their teeth 
in ora to troudie him the better at night. 
The roaches run through the dining rooms, 
ard when I put my foot on one, as lI do when- 
ever it is possible, it leaves a gréase spot 
ase large as my hand on the floor. 

Another infernal insect is the jiggér. 1 
@on’t know where I got mine, whether on 
shore or on ship, but my native boy has ex- 
tracted the eggs of three of these pests from 
under my toes during the voyage. The jig¢- 
ger is a little insect which bores a hole in 
one’s fiesh, choosing the foot, and usually 
places under the toenails. It lays its eggs 
there in the form of a little sack about as 
big as a pearl shirt button, and this sack 
must be cut out at once. ~ 

If not and the eggs hatch, they turn into 
worms which eat about through the flesh 
end often cause the loss of the toe. The tn 
sect is supposed to have originally rome 
from South America, but it has already 
traveled over this half of Africa and it is 
especially bad about Lake Victoria. 

As to mosquitoes, we have none here on 
the lake and practically no files except the 
common house fly. The shores are infested 
with the tsetse fly, whose bite causes the 
sleeping sickness; but this lives only in the 
swamps and cannot stand the light of the sun. 
There are plenty of mosquitoes of all kinds 
on land, and there are swarms of midges [n 
many parte of the lake. I saw such a swarin 
this morning. It looked like a waterspout 
rising from the surface. 7 

I thought it was one, and was surprised 
when the captain told me that it was com- 
posed of myriads of these midges, which are 
born in the water and fly up at one time into 
the air. They sweep over the lake ir great 
mumbers, raining down upon the boats as 
though they were so much Diack pepper. 
They tome in such quantities that the men 
Sweep them up with brooms ‘ang throw 
them overboard. 

They even get into the cabins and cover 
the dining tables. 
are covered with netting and when.every 
open space is apparently protected. These 
flies are perfectly harmless, and they do not 
live more thab a day. 


Eat Five Timies a Day. 


As to other matters, as I have said, the 
accommodations on the boats are good. We 
| have four or five meals a day, and the Hin- 
doos cook well. 

This morning, for instance, I was awakened 
by my black boy at 7, who brought me a 
cup of tea and a cracker. At 8:30 the break- 
fast bell rang and I went into the saloon 
for a substantial meal of an orange, some 
fried herring, bacon and eggs, with marma- 
lade and toast at the end. The coffee served 
Was grown about the lake and was poorly 
made, but the tea, which I next ordered, was 


good. “ 

At 1 o'clock we had a lunch of pea soup, 
bolled tongue, roast mutton, and chickea 
curry with rice, ending up with a dessert of 
California canned apricots and native fruits. 
We shall have dinner at 8 o’clock tonight 
and our table will be lighted by electricity. 

The meal will be about the same as the 
lunch, and we shall probably drink with it 
a glass or so of ginger ale, while our English 
* friends will wash their throats with whisky 
end soda or wine or beer, as they order. The 
cést of such meals is $1.66 a day, with extra 
charges for drinks. 1 have before me the 
wine list and give a few of the prices. 

A full peg of whisky and soda costs 8 annas. 
er about 25 cents, while a half peg costs 15 
cents. Brandy may be had at.the same 
prices. The word “ pegs” for “ drinks ” is 
used here on all bills of fare. This is common 
throughout India, and it arises from an old 
saying that every drink of intoxicating 
liquors one takes is a peg in his coffin. If 
you want a man to take a drink with you 
you ask him to come and have 4 peg and 
there are certain hours of the day which are 
known as “ peg times” or simply “ pegs.” 


-Report Who Drinks Lake Water. 


As for me, I am drinking the water of the 
lake. Our missionary on board tells me that 
it is perfectly safe, and I know it tastes es 
sweet as the waters of Lake Erie. 

As I write we are coming near land. Dur- 
ing a great part of today we have been out 
of sight of anything but-islands. Victoria 
Nyanza is 225 miles wide and 275 miles long, 
end there are places where one can travel 
for a hundred miles or so and not see land. 
Here in the north the shores are bordered 
with beautiful islands. some of which are 
wooded. Others have grassy hills along the 
shores. with high lands behind them. 

Some regions make one think of the Thou- 
sand islands of the St. Lawrence, and many 
of the islets would not be out of place if 
they were off the shores of Ireland or in 
the English channel. These places have a 
settied look, and at a distance the country

CHARLES BENJAMIN SMITH, 
PIONEER OF CHICAGO, DIES. 
Career Is Closed of Man Who Had Lived 


Here Continuously Neafly Three- 
Fourths of a Century. 


Charles Benjamin Smith, one of the oldest 
residents of Chicago, died yesterday at his 
residence, 5625 Madison avenue. He was 
born in Binghampton, N. Y., Oct. 18, 1829, 
came with his parents to this city in 1835, 
and had resided here continuously since that 
time. At that time Chicago was only a 
small hamlet and Indian trading post. 

Mr. Smith was the son of James Ayer 
Smith and for many ‘years was a member 
of the firm of James A. Smith & Co., which 
dealt extensively in furs. On April 
1861, he married Martha Stewart, daughter 
of Alanson C. Stewart, one of the pioneer 
settlers of Evanston. She survives him. 

Mr. Smith possessed a copy of the first 
number of Tue CHICAGO TRIBUNE, and 
throughout his life was a reader of the daily 
publication.

Cordier, secretary of statistics of the Cath- 
oliec Educational! association, In an address 
to the Catholic Woman's league yesterday 
afternoon.

An extensive “ shakeup ’’ among the prin- 
cipals of various Chieago public schools has 
been recommended by Supt. Cooley as a re- 
sult of a plan for the election of three addi- 
tional district superintendents and the ap- 
pointment.of Austin C. Rishe!. principal of 
the Audubon school, to the position of schoo! 
examiner. 

The school management committee, at its 
meeting on Friday, approved Mr. Rishel's 
candidacy for the new $3,000 position, which 
was left minus an occupant when Déan 
Louis C. Monin of the Armour institute de- 
clined to accept I 

Supt. Cooley's recommendattons for the 
three additional district superintendencies 
are Orville T. Bright, principal of the Doo- 
little school and former county superintend- 
ent; Minnie R. Cowan, principal of the Ar- 
mour school; and Edward C. Rosseter. prin- 
cipal of the Medill high school. 

To succeed Mr. Rishe] at the Audubon 
schoo: Supt. Cooley has recommended 
Charles A. Kent, superintendent of schools 
at Charles City, Ia., a former teacher in the 
Chicago schools. Mr. Kent is widely known 
as an educator throughout Iowa, particu- 
larly through his advocacy of boys’ clubs, 
manual training, and picture study. Be- 
cause of his wide experience he will receive 
a salary of $1.800—considerably more than 
the average principal’s salary.

At the committee meeting tomorrow even- 
ing detailed evidence will be asked for in the 
charges of cruelty brought against Principal 
Krauskopf, ostensibly by parents of the pu- 
pils. The parents, accompanied by Mrs. 
Haskell, have visited the board rooms several 
times within the last few weeks, but thus 
far have obtained, it is said, little sati sfac- 


tion.

CHAGRINS THE ENGLISH. 


Prominent Boxing Authority Explains. 


Decline of Boxing in Great Britain— 
Attributes It to Poor Training. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 


LONDON, March 21.—English admirers of 
the manly art show considerable chagrin 
over the easy defeat of the Irish champion 
by Burns. It js ruefully admitted on all 
sides that Great Britain no longer produces 
men capable of meeting the best American 
boxers. \ 

Watson. the best English authority on the 
subject, thus acccounts for the deterioration 
of the English fighters: ‘‘ Some seem to think 
the decline in boxing here is a matter of 
the last few years, but this {s not so. For 
the last twenty-five years we have been 
going from bad to worse. Iattribute the su- 
periority of the apencae boxer today to his 
methods of living’outside the ring, his meth- 
ods of training, and his genera) discipline of 
life. The American is so bright, so quick, 
so brainy, he sees an. opportunity.,and the 


} moment it is in his-mind he makes some 


use of it. Our men do not notice that when 
they are: going to lead they get in close to 
their man. English boxers.do not get in as 
close as they should. 

“ Their present style of fighting is not con- 
ducive to good fighting. The man is too 
much tucked up, and his limbs are not elastic 
enough. Look at Burns when he is in the 
ring. Every muscle is relaxed until it is 
wantod, and when it is needed it can be used 
with force that is all the harder by means of 
its sudden tension. 

“As regards training. the only kind of 
any use to a man is that which suits his 
constitution;, but that is not the modus op- 
erandi of the English trainer. He says to 
his man, ‘This always has been done, and 
you shall do it.’ American® do not make a 
burden of their training. ‘The American 
fighter, when his work is done, changes into 
comfortable clothes, and has a nice littie 
party of friends in the evening, thus break- 
ing the monotony. But the Englishman 
wears his thick jersey and heavy boots from 
morning to night,:-and spends his time when 
not actually at exercise talking of his former 
fights and nothing else. I have seen men go 
_quite stale in consequence. The American, if 
he gets run down, makesachange. He Says, 
“I'll have a cigar and a small bottle of 
chamipagne,’ and he feels all the better for 
having it, going ‘back to work with renewed 
zest.”’

Turfmen Gather for Opening of 
Bennings Meeting Tomorrow. 


BETTING WILL BE ALLOWED. 


Authorities Refuse to Go Back of Jus- 
tice Stafford’s Decision. 


Washington, D..C., March 21.—An auspi- 
cious opening of the racing season of 1908 
ie promised. at the Bennings track of the 
Washington Jockey clubon Monday. A con- 
siderable number of thoroughbreds has 
passed the winter at Bennings and in the 
last ten days many horses have been shipped 
to the track from the south, west, and east. 

Fully 600 horses now are in training at the 
track, and with reasonably fair weather 
the probabilities are that not only the stake 
events, but the overnight affairs, will be well 
filled. ; 

Much concern. has been expressed among 
followers of the turf as to whether betting 
would be permitted at the forthcoming meet- 
ing. The jndications now are that no raids 
will be made by the authorities on either the 
bookmaker or the bettors. 


Will Permit Betting. 


‘ The “ walk around ’’ system will be prac- 
ticed as heretofore, the decision of Justice 
Stafford of the local Supreme court being 
that that method of laying wagers is not in- 
hibited by the law. 

Efforts have been made by advocates of 
the suppression of race gambling to induce 
the authorities not to permit even that sys- 
tem of betting, but the legal authorities of 
the district maintain they have no authority 
to go counter to Justice Stafford’s decision in 
the Walter case. 

The principal event at the opening of the 
season will be the annual running of the 
-Bennings spring handicap. More than twen- 
ty horses have been entered for the stake 
and it is probable that from twelve to fif- 
teen will face the starter. Already turfmen 
from all parts of the country have arrived 
in Washington to attend the meeting, which 
will last twenty days, Several hundred of 
the regulars are expected from. New York, 
Chicago, and New Orleans tomorrow. *

‘tmately 1,200 meetings are reported in full, 
tabular sttmmaries sho the f of 
. every horse in each héat being for this 
purpose. ge race’ meeting reports are 
followed by a complete list of the horses 
which tratted in 2:30 or in 2:25 for the 
iret tim during 1907, the age and complete 
pedigree of each anima! being given.” 

Then comes a table of sires, showing what 
the get of every stallion has done since 1906, 
and after that a complete list of broodmares, 
every matron that ever produced a trotter or 
pacer of standard s . back to the days of 
the first 2:30 trotter, being given, with her 
sire, and. in case she is the dam of more 
than one trotter or pacer, or has a producing 
Gaughter or a son that has sired speed, those 
facts are recorded. 


Not a Financial Success. 


And yet, in spite of its interest and its 
value to everybody who likes a good horse, 
the year book never has been ‘a financial 
wuccess—principally, in my opinion, for the 
reason that a considerable percentage of its 
possible readers are ignorant of its existence. 
How a racetrack secretary, for instance, can 
wet along without a Year Book ané conduct 
his affairs intelligently is beyond compre- 
hension, and yet a lot of them &re unpro- 
vided with the book simply because nobody 
calls their attention to it. As a matter of 
eapediency the National and American 
Trotting associations should make it com- 
pulsory on their members te be provided 
with the Year Book, so that the disputes 
constantly arising as to the records of horses 
and other cognate matters could be settled 
quickly and authoritatively. 

The énormous amount of skilled tabor 
required for the compilation of the book, 
and the fact that the work of one year in no 
degree lessens or simplifies that of the suc- 
eseding season, makes the volume a costly 


one to produce, and the Register association | 


has for years stood in the gap and furnished 
the work at a smart loss. From the known 
number of horse mad people in the United 
States it would seem the Year Book should 
heave a wonderful sale, but it doesn't. Sec- 
retary Knight of the American Trotting 
association reports sales this year slightly 
above the average.

For in utilizing steam through an ordinary 
Plant there is a big loss through friction 
and heavy expense for the necessary shaft- 
ing and belting. If three or five floors be 
occupied by machinery in a plant the power 
leaves the steam engine through a traveling 
belt that turns a first main shaft in the floor 
series of shafts. Here at once is a loss of 
heavy friction. If in the conduct of the fac- 
tory it should be desirable to operate ma- 
chinery on one or two upper floors of the 
plant each main shaft on each floor must be 
kept in motion in order to. transmit this 
power to the floors on which it is needed. 
Here lies the advantage of electricity in such

Can Use Electricity Direct. 


T¢ the plant is manufacturing its own elec- 
tricity in its own engine room, or ff it is 
taking a measured service from some com- 
mercial electricity plant, it has its motors 
arranged throughout the building in a way 
to deliver this electric power in the most 
direct and economical manner. There may 
be not a foot of sbhafting throughout the 
plant. There may be not a yard of overhead 
belting. . Machines may be arranged in 
groups in such & manner that when one is 
working, all may be needed; in which case 
the shutting off of the surrent at one motor 
stops all the machines and effects saving of 
power from the moment it is shut off. 

Electricity as a motive power commends 
itself largely through the ease and economy 

, which it is tranemitted. It may be led 

rough yards of distance, virtually without 
oes or leak, to be delivered exactly on the 
spot at which the power needs to be deliv- 
ered. This ease and economy of direction 
has lef to the converting of water power 
into electricity where onoe the plant would 
have connected its machinery with the old 
water wheel.

His farm is 
convenient to the wires carrying the energy, 
and with the growth of machinery in farm 
work he finde it economy to harness elec- 
tricity to these labor saving appliances. His 
corn sheller, grain fan, straw cutter, well 
Pump, cream s#parator, and half a dozen 
other machines about the house and barnes 
are operated by electricity in many of the 
settled portions of the country, east and 
west. 

Once the universal form of power for this 
work was found in the treadmill, into which 
he tied a horse, which had to keep moving 
always up the incline of the movable floor. 
While this form of power was adaptable to 
many of the peeds of the farmer, there was 
rio task on a farm which the horse dreaded 
more than hitching to this slant, ever rolling 
floor of the treadmill. 

That the farmer is coming more and more 
to using mechanical power on the farm is 
shown in the sales department of the harvest- 
er companies. In one year 25,000 gasolitte en- 
gines have been sold to the farmers of the 
country for the operation of stationary ma- 
chinery on the farm. These engines are built 
according to all purpose demands, and are 
making the lot of the farmer and of “ the 
hired man” immeasurably easier.

Gas Engine Wears Itself Out. 

The gas engine, which fifteen years ago 
was harnessed to so many purposes in the 
cities having gas plants, is said to be losing 
favor year after year, to be replaced by the 
electric motor. 

“ Gas is cheaper than electricity,” explains 
an expert. “At a first glance i: seems that 
the gas engine should be a cheaper power 
producer. So it is In the first two or three 
years. But the gas engine gets its power 
from the explosion of gas within itself. The 
explosions give sharp shocks to the engine, 


and it Is discovered by many users that after 
two or three years the repair bills upon the 
gas engine are such that even if tht manu- 
facturer is to continue using the gas engine 
it ip cheaper to throw out the half used engine 
a buy a new one. 

“This explosive force running the gas en- 
gine always will handicap that form of 
power, In fact, within the next five years it 
will develop that electrical energy is driving 
the great bulk of all machinery in this coun- 
try. At the stockyards in Chicago the com- 
bined plants there represent 15,000 horse 
power, all of which is converted into elec- 
tricity within the yards before it is set to 
work, 

* es 
Suburbs Throwing Out Steam. 

“ At Maywood, gn the west side of the city 
limits, is a great central electric station 
which is furnishing light and power to haitf 
a dozen or more cities and villages within 
reach. At Evansion, on the north, is another 
central plant that is supplying towns on the 
north shore. In these towns and villages 
contiguous to supply mains, electricity is dis- 
placing the small steam plant every day. 

“The problem of the small plant owner 
who uses steam power of his own generating 
is not simple. He must Have his steam plant 
in working order, after which he must have a 
competent engineer and perhaps a fireman. 
If he has a woodworking plant and can con- 
sume the chips, shavings, and sawdust to 
make his steam, perhaps he may save a great 
deal, otherwise he must buy fuel. He cannot 
expect to get as great amount of erniergy from 
his coal as the big electric plant can get. He 
may need power for a few hours at times 
when in coal, and in hire of engineer and 
fireman that power will cost him a day’s 
outlay in the engine room. He may need 
power occasionally, at night, when virtually 
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itt is impossible for him to get it from his 
steam plant. And at all times there is the 
risk from fire and from boiler explosions 
which he has to take. 

‘‘These are some of the considerations 
which are displacing the small steam plant 
everywhere.” 

* + 
What Man Says. 

So far this article has been refiecting the 
view largely of the electrical man. Ask 
the steam engine bailder for his point of 
view, and he asks you at once where elec- 


trical.energy is evolved. 
“From coal,”’ declared a steam power en- 


thusiast, “‘and in the conversion of coal or 
oll or natural gas into electric energy the 
steam engine is the converter. Even if 
water power shall manufacture the elec-. 
trical current, the power of steam and of 
the steam engine must be called upon in the 
building of the dams and sluiceways neces- 
gary to harnessing the water. 

“ Yirtually the electric motor involves no 
more than the use. of steam power in mod- 
ified form. The steam engine Builder must 
build the engines somewhere for the man- 
ufacture of the electricity. As indicating 
how closely electricity and steam are asso- 
ciated, my house recently had the contract 
for putting a big steam plant in a big down-* 
town building in Chicago, The builder 
wantetd the steam plant in order to heat his 
building, and he decided to put in dynamos 
to make the electricity for lighting it. He 
put in a plant larger than he needed, and 
found several other neighboring buildings 
whose owners wanted to buy electricity of 
him. He got the franchise necessary, and 
our steam plant is making the electricity 
for the elevators and lights in half a dozen 
downtown structures.

It 
went out of this world in a grand crash about 
ten months ago and it failed because of the 
circumstances and conditions upon which 
Miss Deyo played in the case under consid- 
eration.

Mask Shields from Deadly Oxide. 

Masks are ds from by the men who 
handle the oxide which comes from: Btandbresy endl 
lead, for there is a thin vapor from the 
iron kettles that is exceedingly hurtful when 
inhaled.

*“ By taking all possible precautions a lead 
worker may escape all manner of diseases 
for yeats. In fact, he may tofl all his life 
in a lead factory and be as healthy as any 
other worker. Thére.is a man in a Boston 
factory who is said to be 92 years oid and to 
have worked continuously in lead for sixty 
years. Few workers in any line can equal 
this record,”’

Lead Farnaces Hage Affairs. . 

Lead furnaces are huge affairs, and, al- 
though raging fires are kept, the pig lead is 
left in the furnace for twenty-four hours, 
The metal then is scraped out with mam- 
moth hoes, with iron handles on them twen- 
ty feet long. The handles have to be this 
length, because the heat is so great from 
the molten lead that if a man gets near it 
hie hair and eyebrows will be singed. 

The smallest lead pipe that is made meas- 
ures only 1-82 of an inch In diameter. Itis 
used for surgical work, being attached ta 
an atomizer when certain acids are required. 
It takes about fifty feet of this little pipe 
to weigh a pound, whereas some of the larger 
lead pipes run as high as fifty-six pounds to 
the foot. 

In one of the cylinders where the pipe i 
made the* pressure is over 400 pounds to the 
square inch. Some boilers explode at a 
pressure of 100 pounds to the square inch, so 
it may be seen that an enormous amount 
of force is required to push the lead through 
the small cylinder to the top of the opening, 
thus forming the lengths of pipe, which then 
is carried down the inclined staging by one 
of the handlers while the meta! still is smok- 
ing hot. 

A large quantity of lead is used every year 
for holding together the thousands of pieces 
of glass used in making stained windows 
for churches, houses, and halls.

Detective Using Modern Methods Outwits Him. 


HE modern detective has of late been 

compared to a keen and discerning 

physician.

endowed with the gifts necessary to his pro- 
fession, he will often be able to reconstruct 
all the different events connected with a 
drama and discover the culprit—just as an 
able doctor manages to give the right diag- 
nosis from a few exterior signs. 

The famous detectives invented by Ga- 
boriau, Conan Doyle, and Edgar Poe are 
types to be found in real life. 

Some years ago at Lyons @ woman was 
found strangled. She bore on her neck five 
finger marke—four on the left and one on 
the right which was broader and shorter. 

The detective was struck by the trregular 
disposition of these marka, and tried toapply 
his own fingers to them. He found it im- 
possible, without folding his forefinger ina 
peculiar and abnormal way, and thus in- 
ferred that the murderer had an ill shaped 
finger.

One amaz- 
ing proof of the scientific knowledge of the 
modern criminal and his keenness in keeping 
abreast of modern discoveries lies in the 
following fect: Recently in Marseiiies the 


huge safe of a bank was rapidly opened by’ 


means of a complicated apparatus which had 
ony been invented by a prominent engineer 
ten months previously! 

But the detective also avails himself of 
scientific discovery. Formerly, in cases of 


forgery, for instance, a drop of water was 
placed on the forged words. If the paper 


had been scratched and its size removed the 
water was immediately sucked in; if the pa- 
per had not been scratched the drop remained 
for a while on the top. This process was 
primitive, and spoilt the document. 
Nowadays the suspicious paper is photo- 
graphed, and on the proof the marks of 
scratching are easily detected by clear dif- 
ferences in the color. Photography is used 


also in the case of forgeries made by means 


of chemicals. 

When a heap of burnt documents is found 
in the fireplace, thin sheets of giass are in- 
serted between the burnt papers. As soon 
as one sheet is on the glass it is rendered 
less brittle by means of a sapecia) liquid, 
and it is unfolded and photographed. The 
process is repeated with every sheet, and 
after a few hours all thedocuments are easily 
read.

Examination of Blood Stains.

and gives a misty appearance to the liquid, 
one can be perfectly certain that the blood- 
stains were human.

Harnesses the Ocean Waves; 
Power Will Run Air Motor. 


By Hollis W. Field. 


4 RNESSING the waveg of the ocean 

has been a dream of many an inven- 

tors. Brains have been cudgeled 

through generations to this end, but 

eo fag this tremendous power of the 
waves in motion is a force to be combated, 
rather than madeavailable to man. 

River rapids have been harnessed for ages. 
The sluggish ditch of the canal has been a 
highway for the sluggish barge almost from 
the beginning of history.. But the ocean 
Wave has been an unbridled power against 
which man has contended in all time. 

A cubic foot of ocean. water weighs about 
sixty-six pounds. When it has been moved 
an inch, more than its weight has been the 
power exerted; when a white capped roller, 
thirty feet in the air and coming at. the 
speed of a racehorse against the cliff or 
sandy beach, strikes an impeding object at 
such a pace, ite power may be guessed at. 
To have such a power of the elements har- 
nessed for the production and transmission 
of power in available form is an idea worth 
the dreaming of the inventor.

Michigan Man Has Patent. 

Edward J. Bissell of Bay City, Mich., 
through a patent granted agWashington, has 
announced to the world that he has discov- 


ered this secret,of harnessing the waves. 


Yet harnessing water as he does, his inven- 
tion et PR only air as the active servitor 
for his motor. And in its final’ distribution 
this power is to be delivered in the form of 
the almost universal electric current which 
is driving so much of the world’s mechanical 
enginery. 

Mr. Bissell’s apparatus is simplicity itself 
in design. 

The water harness itself is no more than 
an application of the old diving bell principle. 
This bell, made of boiler steel to the strength 
of boiler plate and resistance, is anchored 
where the sweep of the waves toward the 
shore may strike it full. The lower rim of 


the bell stands below the lowest line of the 


lowest tide; the upper half of the great cyl- 
inder rises above the line of the highest 
wave sweeping in. ; 

But this cylinder differs from the diving 
bell in that in the center of the hood rising 
out of the water there is a valve connecting 
with a pipe set at right angles to the bell, 
and this pipe in turn enters a chamber on 
shore which contains an air motor. From 
this motor chamber a valve opens from which 
a return pipe leads back to another valve 


and opening in the bell apparatus. Thus the 
power circuit is complete. 


© + 
Air Pressure Runs Tarbine. 

With the ocean water at dead rest, all these 
valves would be closed and the air bell would 
be full of air. But when the racing wave, 
inbound, strikea the bell the air inside is 
compressed by the water rising within the 
bell and is driven out through the upper 
connecting pipe into the motor chamber and 
through an air motor or turbine. For at the 
first compression of the air in the bell the 
lower vaive has been closed. So long as the 
water is rising in the bell this compressed 
air continues to flow through the motor 
chamber, while a valve in the return pipe 
opens to release the air which has blown its 
force against the motor. 

Having risen to its height, thé first sub- 
sidence of the wave tends to produce a 
vacuum in the bell, which instantly closes the 
vaive at the top, opens the release valve in 
the return pipe, and another valve beyond 
the motor chamber opening, a draft of air by 
suction of the subsiding water within the 
bell flows against the motor in the same direc- 
tion as that forced against it by the rising 
water through the leading pipe. 

Thus by compression and by suction, in- 
stantly reversible, the inventor purposes to 
harness the waves to the duty of Griving air 
through the motor which shall generate his 
electric current.

Power Supply Will Be Continuous. 

It is the design of the inventor to establish: 
& series of these air bells, placed in different 
positions and at distances which will-enable 
them to catch to the best advantage these 
incoming ocean rollers, Their positions will 
be such that at all times in ordinary seas they 
will be contributing continuously to the 
forced jets of air turning the motors. 

His argument ts that in the lead and return 
pipes connecting bell and motoychamber he 
has established two pistommotions composed 
of air only. With water as the driving force 
to these pistons he has a minimum of fric- 
tion In the bell, whfle the air, acting as for- 
ward and back piston motions, likewise al- 
lows of the minimum of friction, Placing his 
air bells like checkers distributed on. the 
board, he designs that-they be anchored and 
connected as a rigid whole, each ofithem a 
power unit in the production ef the electric 
current through which this power of the 
waves shall be transmitted.

O’ young man can succeed as a broker 
if he is inclined to evade obligations 
on mere technicalities. That'is funda- 
mental on the board of trade. I am 
entering upon my twenty-fifth year 
of office, and in twenty-four years I have 
watched these men, and never, not once in all 


that time, have I known one of them to evade 


an obligation inthat way. When onerealizes 
that the transactions on the Chicago board of 
trade reach up in value into hundreds of mil- 
lions a year, and that sales and purchases, 
of course, cannot be set out in agreements 
such as are used in real estate transactions, 
such a record is remarkable, isn’t it. These 
men would not thank any man to show them 
a technical point by which they could evade 
the obligations of a contract. Time and again 
during these years I have seen these men 


strip themselves of everything in order to 
meet their obligations. Men take pride in 
meeting their contracts at whatever cost 
without a quibble, pride in a clean record. 
Show one of these fellows who buy the farm- 
ers’ crops, for either immediate or future 
delivery, a chance to back out of a contract, 
and he will tell you—and I have heard them 
~—‘ No, sir, not for the whole board of trade.’ 
These are the men who have relentlessly 
fought the mere gambling of bucket shops. 
During the dark days of the civil war, the 
board sent several regiments into ‘the field, 
and whenever some calamity or emergency 
calls for prompt action the man with a sub- 
scription paper always goes to the board of 
trade first. Within the week $6,000 was col- 
lected within a short time for the relief of 
the unemployed and their families.

“Even the girls who were rude 
and greedy soon changed under her discipline, 
and, appreciating her kindness, did _ that 
they could to please her. 

Owing to her influence a fraternal spirtt 
prevailed in the shop, and owing to this spirit 
work became less irksome to us than it is to 
the average toller. Through the encourage- 
ment of this noble woman I soon learned the 
English language, began to read books, and 
became a rational and contented girl. 

Many institutions have been built for the 
development and education of aliens, but this 
little forewoman has done more to lighten 
the burdens of girls from foreign countries 
than any social settlement ever could have 
accomplished.

Deeply indebted to Woman Employer. 

To the only woman employer I ever had 
I feel deeply indebted. My first position was 
in a public stenographer’s office, and my em- 
ployer was a woman. She was exacting in 
only one thing, and in that she was inex- 
orable; she demanded perfect work. No 
piece of work, however unimportant, was 
allowed to leave the office without being 
carefully checked; no erasure was allowed 
over @ carbon; every typographical error 
had to be corrected after the work was taken 
out of the machine, and carbons had to be 
corrected by striking the letter over a smal] 
piece of the carbon paper. 

Under no circumstances was ‘“ xxxing 
allowed; and every newcomer into the office 
had to practice until she could make erasures 
and insert letters perfectly. 

As a@ result of this system her work was 
always im demand, and her girls, thanks 
largely to her discipline, had the reputation 
of being, and frequently became, experts. 
When an opportunity came for one of her 
girls to better herself, she was the first one 
to wish her succees, and often, when she 
felt that a girl needed and deserved a higher 
salary than she felt justified in paying, she 
watched for a chance to speak a good word 
In her behalf; and I never knew her to ask 
or accept any commission from a girl so 
helped. 

My experience in this office has proved in- 
valuable, and I feel that work in an office 
of this kind gives a girl general experience 
ard self-poise hardly to be gained in any 
other way. I consider six months in apublic 
stenographer’s office worth two years of ordi- 
nary office experience.

Agitation. We now are so much ac-

We find her name in a New York di- 
rectory as adentist. It would be more agree- 
able to most ladies to have their teeth cleaned 
and plugged by a lady. Extracting teeth 
would require more nerve and strength than 
most ladies possess. Yet, if a woman has 
nerves sufficiently firm and ability to con- 
trol her sympathies, she may succeed.”’ 

Inder the heading of “ Physicians” the 
author remarks that “ it is only with the last 
few years that women have received any 
preparation for the practice of medicine in 
our country. But it is now advancing in a 
way that is gratifying to the friends of the 
cause, and is beginning to be appreciated by 
the people. Many of the most learned and 
talented men in the profession approve of 
women devoting themselves to the practice 
of medicine on their own sex and children,”

Strictly Barred from the Law.

Careful read- 
ing makes it evident that it is really wom- 
an's superiority that keeps her aloof from 
many employments that are suitable for 
man in his brute state. A woman might 
etarve in a genteel way, but struggle for her 
daily bread in the midst of unrefined sur- 
roundcings, never!

@ year. The mother and the daughter both

opportunity. Both are saving of their earn- 
ings to keep them when perchance they are 
mot so fortunately situated. 
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cesigning at the Art institute and after two 
years’ work I entered the decorating depart- 
ment of one of Chicago's largest stores and 
now ain getting $25 a week and trying hard 
to emulate the head of the department, a 
little Woman whose salary is $100 a week.

In 
other words, they furnish Mttle body building stuff, lit- 
tle energy to run the body machine, and little mineral 
matter to make bones and teeth and to maintain the 
alkalinity of the blood. 

A clever housewife can take chéap materials, and, 
by using them skillfully, convert them tnto palatable 
dishes. The woman who enjoys an enviable reputation 
for keeping house on little money, and always having an 
attractive table, knows how to make her labor and 
ingenuity take the place of market cost.

Every morning women im need of domestic 
service come to the place, look at the regis- 
ter, and pick out the girls whose qualifica- 
tions suit them best. Inside of half am hour 
the woman usualty has found'the kind of a 
servant she wants, and both she and the girl 
have been spared trouble and expense. 

While the home for working girls provides 
that a girl can stay there aa long ap she is 
out of work, it seldom happens that a gir! 
has to stay more than twodaysatatime. As 
a rule she is placed the second day after she 
comes to the city.

Chicago Might Try Same Plan. 


Since the nomé for working girls was es- 
tablished at Gotebarg the character of the 
domestics has changed in that city. They feel 
that they have a home where: they can go 
in times of trouble and distress. They have 
people from whom.to get ‘advice, and the 
kindness offéred them kindles kindness in 
their nature. 

If Chicago women, instead of complaining 
about the poor service they receive from 
their domestics, would do something to come 
into closer relationship with these domestics, 
if they would do something for the elevation 
and safeguarding of the servant girl from 
all the evil influences to which her helpleas- 
ness exposes her, it would work good for 
both domestic and employer. 

Who or what women's organization will be 
the first to start the good work of building a 
home, a temporary shelter and bureau for 
the domestics who come to this city and have 
no one to fall back on but themselves?

What Women Are Doing. 


The Marquise de MacMahon— 


Is famous for her many charities and in 
recognition of her benevolence has been made 
an honorary member of the guild of butchere 
of the ancient town of Limoges.

She is not worried 
about that phase of her duties. 

Dr. Crawford is a devoted athlete and has 
spent a good part of her jime jn the open 
air. At college she rowed: stroke on the 
girls’ crew. She was in the class of 04, Cor- 
nell, and was graduated from the medical 
school last June.

Brazil, where the ! t Uquored coffees 
sTow, is the storehouse which’the mer- 
chant draws his coffee. A cheap Santos 
coffee is what the people of Chicago demand. 
There is but one cheaper coffee known and 
that is a Rio. This is used by the foreign 
element, who aye lovers of strong, bitter 
coffee. 

Santos coffee costs the merchant 8 or 9 cents 
@ pound green and has to be roasted before it 
can be used. The roasting fires cause the 
coffee to shrink about 15 per cent. To this 
Wwe must add the cost of roasting, \ cent per 
_— which makes the coffee Cost about 10 
cents. 

Few people in Chicago pay less than 25 
cents a pound for the coffee they drink. From 
25 cents the price ranges up to 50 cents. The 
usual price is 35 ae

The average housewife insists on buying 
her coffee from a coffee man who imports, 
roasts, and blends his own coffees, though 
some of the “ importers " don’t know wheth- 
er the Santos coffee which they sell under a 
dozen different aliases grew in the swamps 
surrounding Hammond, Ind., or was 1mport- 
~ from the south banks of the Despiaines 
river. 

Knowledge of the business is of aseistance, 
but not necessary. The only necessities in the 
tea and coffee business isa horse and wagon, 
which can be hired from a south side firm 
who makes a specialty of furnishing coffee 
wagons resplendent in gilt and red paint, 
for the small sum of $2a day. For stock, a 
bag of Santos coffee, and ten pounds of cheap 
Japan tea is alb that is necessary. More 
simply would be in the way. - 

The stock, with 25 cents’ worth of paper 
bags, can be bought of any wholesale house 
on ten days’ time, if the purchaser “puts up 
@ talk” to the credit man. It then will be 
necessary to call at a china house and ask 
for a sample of their new Japanese ware.

What's the Use in Eating Bread? 
Parched Corn Is Much Better. 


BY DR. ARNOLD EILOART. 


There was a time, to be sure, when we ate 
bread because we were hungry, but that 
was in the days of the home made loaf—two 
of which were equai in nourishment to three 
of the baker's. But making bread, evén at 
home, fs a ridiculous proceeding for any ore 
who really wishes to use wheat for food. 

It is a ridiculous proceeding because, by 
making the wheat into bread, much of the 
nourishment is destroyed; the sweetest part 
of the flour being turned into wind for puf- 
fing up or lightening the rest. 

It is ridiculous because simply by roast- 
ing the grains of wheat—heating thém for 
ten minutes in a dry saucepan over a qu'ck 
fire-—they yield the most appetizing. the most 
nourishing, and the most economical fond 
which it is possible to obtain from them, 
viz., the “‘ parched corn "’ so often mentioned 
in the old testament. 


Make the W heat Uneatable, 


But instead of this we mrst render the 
wheat uneatable by grinding it till the grains 
run together in powder, and then to make 
this powder eatable we separate it again 
by means of gas and water. And as if this 
were not enough, we usually interpolate be- 
tween these two processes a third equally 
sensible—viz: sifting out the most nourish- 
ing part of the powder and throwing It to the 
pigs. 

As every sifting adds to our labor and 
diminishes our product, we thus obtain the 
paradoxical resuit«that the less nourishing 
the flour the higher its price. To crown our 
work we make up for taking out what is good 
by putting In what is bad—namely: the mal- 
odorous yeast with its inevitable accompani- 
ment of putrefactive germs; and this addi- 
tion does so rob the meal of its native sweet- 
ness that, to disguise the resulting flavoriess 
or ill flavored product we make another 
disastrous addition—salt. 

Is there anything to be said on the other 
side? Remember bread has certain advan- 
tages—the chief of which is a flavor that 
lends itseif to the addition of either sweets 
or savories, and blends harmoniously with 
both, With it you can enjoy many things 
which alone would be distasteful, as meat, 
eggs, milk,\buttér, cheese,.jam, and all kinds 
of green vegetables; also soups, broths, and 
hot drinks. 

It affords in its hard crusts exercise for the 


strongest teeth; and at the same time pro- 


vides a material which gradually yields 
nourishment to the toothless gums of infancy 
or of old, age. The crumb is a food, solid 
without being hard, and filling without being 
concentrated. What are you going to put in 
its place? 

For anewer the Scot proudly parades his 
porridge, his brose, his bannocks of barley, 


his oateakes, and many another dainty; and 
the Irishman his potatoes with all their en- 
dearing aliases and their two hundred ways 
of being cooked. , 

The American is opulent, for he has grid- 
dle cakes made not only from wheat but from 
buckwheat and from maize; also daughnuts, 
Johnny cakes, and Jemmy cakes, besides 
“ mush" of various kinds and manifold 
patent foods, often made of malted grain. 

The German carries sourness a degree fur- 
ther than his neighbors with hig rye bread, 

)or black bread; while the Italan delights in 
macaroni, the yet more seductive spaghetti, 
and unleavened bread. 

In all these varied forms we may obtain 
much the same sort of nourishment which we 
get in wheat, and more or less diluted in 
wheat bread. It is the same sort of nourish- 
ment again which the Corsican gets from 
chestnuts, the Russian from millet, the In- 
dian. the Chinese, and the Japanese from 
rice, the Jew from his Passover cake, and, 
a but slight difference, the Arab from his 

ates. 

So far, then, from there being any dim- 
culty in finding a substitute for bread, the 
puzzle is rather, from the bewildering va- 
riety of existing substitutes, to choose the 
best. But if by “best” we mean most 
healthful, the choice is boon narrowed. 


Soft Foods Not Whslsisme 


We must strike out from our list macaroni, 
hominy, and mush of all kinds, and with 
these—at the risk of offending every loyal 
Scot—must be rejected oatmeal! porridge. In- 
deed, so little can these foods be tasted in the 
ordinary way of eating them that strong 
favoring materials, as salt, sugar, sirup, 
are invariably added to them. Another ob- 
jection to “ mush ” is that it affords no exer- 
cise for the teeth, and this objection applies 
also to such soft solids as potatoes, rice, 
bread fruit, and dates. 

It is, indeed, between these competitors— 
parched grain and biscult—that we must 
divide the first prize, while unleavened whole 
meal bread stands a good second. Both bis- 
cults and parched corn have the great merit 
of being. so thoroughly torrefied that part of 
the insoluble starch has been converted by 
heat into dextrin, a. substance absolutely 
identical] with starch in composition, but so]- 
uble in water—a substance best known tothe 
general public through its use as a gum at 
the back of postage stamps. This dextrinis- 
ing and browning of the starch imparts to it 
such an appetizing aroma and appearance 
that a healthy person can enjoy it by itself: 
hence the advantage of bread crust and toast 
over bread crumb, of oat cake over oatmeal 
porridge, and in general of roasted over 
boiled cereals.

First Colony of Turks in Chicago. 


Only a few weeks ago the small colony of Turks ar- 
ried in Chicago, a new species of immigrant. These 
twenty-six Turks huddled together in the barren room of 
the West Monroe street shanty have laid the founde- 
tion for a Mohammedan colony in Chicago. 

From the information gained through a Bulgarian, 
who did not know the story of Fatima, it was learned 
that the Turks were attracted to Chicago by the Bul- 
Sarian and Macedonian neighbors, of whom there are 
many thousands in Chicago. 

The one story house in which they live is a shanty 
that must have been vacant for years. The front door 
is kept locked with a heavy barn padlock.

Sir Thomas has a fair estimate of the 
value of money. Though generous, he never is lavish or 
wasteful.

Without a doubt, Biarritz is the most popular winter 
resort of wealthy English people. Mr. Gladstone was in 
the habit of seeking ite shelter during the colder months 
and so was Queen Victoria. Biarritz is connected with 
Bayonne, both by rail and by electric tramway, so that 
those who make the latter a stopping place have ar op- 
portunity of seeing the grand old town. The two places 
bear much the same relation to one another that New- 
port bearssto Narragansett Pier and Jamestown. 

Biarritz lies along a recky edge of coast which 
sprawls into the sea without any respect to regularity 
of shore line. It is a town of luxury and health, of golf 
and gambling, and now and then it is easy to go from 
Biarritz to a bull fight, although the sport, of course, 
never is held in this famous resort itself. The northern 
boundary of this great resort is the golf course, where 
on the cliffs the British play the old game. A curious 
course is this one at Biarritz, with some of its greens on 
the seashore, two or three hundred feet lower than those 
inland. 

Just south of the links is what used to be the palace 
of the Empress Eugénie, which, with the fall of the 
empire, met the fate of many palaces and became a

“Look upon the material evidences ard rise to the 
spirit of these seven wonders of Chicago,” is the may- 
or’s adjuration. 

When Chicago's engineering history has been writ- 
ten, probably its greatest physical wonder will be the 
elevation of 300 miles of railroad right of way lying 
within the city limits, in which almost 1,500 miles of 
tracks have been lifted an average of fourteen feet 
above the old and dangerous grade of the streets. 

Not the least element of wonder in this mighty work 
is that the infinitesimal grain of lake shore sand has 
been the working unit of the accomplishment—a parti- 
cle so fine as to be only an irritant to the eye of the en- 
gineer who conceived the plan and fixed upon the mate- 
rial substance for the work. Yet with this minute par- 
ticle of matter as the working substance, the adaptation 
of machinery to the purpose has made possible a task 
such as the builders of the pyramids might have shrunk 
from. 


* ** 
Trains Run While Track Is Raised. 

In the elevation of these hundreds of miles of track- 
age since the ordinance of 1894 it has been imperative 
that railroad traffic should be left as free from halt as 
engineering skill could plan. In these years of labor 
at raising tracks in the greatest railroad center in the 
universe an average of 1,400 passenger trains alone 
have been leaving the central stations im Chicago every 
twenty-four hours. Perhaps five times as many freight 
trains have crawled their way over the same roadbed 
through gangs of men at times numbering more than 
50,000 for the working day. Six hundred and fifty miles 
of total trackage, including some of the most compli- 
cated portions of the work, have been elevated; nearly 


500 street subways have been finished, and more than - 


$40,000,000 has been expended. 

At the present time the right of ‘way of the North- 
western road west near the city limites presents a strik- 
ing feature of the modern progress of elevating a road- 
bed. Through the former village of Austin the tre- 
mendous concrete retaining walis stand like the walls 
of some abandoned fortress, some sections of the walls 
still being in the timber molds into which the wet 
plaster wae poured to solidify. When work is resumed 
millions of tone of lake shore sand will be required for 
bringing the broad stretch of track to elevation grade. 

Of the track elevation eccomplished, one of the 
greatest feats of engineering is conceded to be that at 
Sixteenth and Clark streets, over which half a dozen 
great systems send their trainee east and west to the 
coasts. The one greatest problem remains in the net- 
work of steel raile that has made Grand Crossing fam- 


ous. 
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Chicago University, proche the _World. 
One of these seven wonders of Chicago at a first 
lance might appear as outeide the realm of the phys- 


teal. This is the University of Chicago. 

But conceding all that the university has attained 
in educational prestige of world-wide character, its 
physical rising from the ground almost in a day has 
left it more a material wonder. Visiters to the 
Columbian Exposition in Chicago in 18928 will recall the 
site of the present university as almost a waste, strewn 
with the @@brie of the builder's material and chaotic 
to a degree. 

Since then the “Midway” quadrangles have deen 
apportioned in the great tract 800 feet wide and 1,900 
feet long,’ The classic buildings in gray Bedford stone, 
red tiled, have risen like magic from the native trees 
that marked the tract, and students in thousands have 
gone from ite schools to myriad endeavors of the 
world’s workshop. Millions of donated money have 
poured into its treasury from ecores of patrons of 
higher education. Withal tn these few years an “ at- 
mosphere” has developed in the university's newness. 
The life of one consecrated educator, sacrificed to it, 
has etamped the university with his purpose. 

The University of Chicago is a great sclool—not a 
series Of qttadrangies lined with buildings, wich «uf- 


ficient money might have erected to any one of a dozen 
purposes. 
The Chicago wonder of the International Harvester 


Worke—in itself one of the greatest industrial con-- 


cerns in the country—epreads beyond the limits of the 
city. Some one has ventured that not even the officers 
of the company have traveled the 15,000 miles necessary 
for them to see the whole of the company properties. 

But Chicago is the conceded center of the Harvester 
company's activities, as for years the city was a center 
of manufacture for harvesting machinery before the in- 
dividual companies merged in the $120,000,000 corpora- 
tion. Thirteen manufactories have been amalgamated, 
there are 25,000 employés on the pay rolis, 42,000 sales 
agents are listed on the books, and in one year 700,000 
harvesting machines of all kinds have been turned out, 
valued at $73,000,000. 

Few manufacturing industries illustrate more strik- 
ingly the fact that this is the age of automatic ma- 
chinery. §6teel, iron and brass in Dare dnd ingots are 
fed auftomatically in at the mouth of a machine to be 
dropped in finished scores or hundreds of bits, each 
fragment of metal fitting absolutely in ite plece in the 
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it for the map, is to mark the stream as a Chicago 
wonder. As only an inlet link for supplying the great 
drainage canal, this river reach is eloquent of the pos- 
sibilities of the canal in the lakes-to-the-gulf deep 
waterway. 

A first investigation of the canal’s feasibility was 
made more than twenty years ago, but the first dirt 
was moved on Sept. 3, 1892. A little more than eight 
years later, after the removal of 45,000,000 cubic yards 
of earth and stone, twenty-eight miles of main channel 
and six miles of river reach to Robey street on the 
south branch were flooded by the clear waters of Lake 
Michigan. Additional to this main channel, thirteen 
miles of the bed of the Desplaines river were diverted 
and to a width of 200 feet, 

Thus after an expenditure of nearly $40,000,000, 
drainage for Chicago through thirty-two miles of canal 
is accomplished; through the average width of 160 feet 
and its depth of twenty-two feet, the largest of lake 
steamers may find their way; at Lockport is an elec- 
tric power station, which is designed to develop 40,000 
electric horsepower, while in the stone “spoil” banks 
of the rock seutions is limestone ondugh te produce 
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profit beyond the possibilities of many a well-known 
gold mine. 

One of the greatest manufacturing plants coming 
to Chicago in recent years, with a capital of $5,000,000, 
has established itself at Summit, on the éanal banks. 
The sanitary district, with more than 5,000 acres) lying 
back 300 to 5,000 feet from the canal, has innumerable 
sites for othef manufactories which, with the growth 
of Chicago, may accommodate themselves near this 
waterway. 

Essentially this wonder of the drainage canal is a 
Chicago product. It required Chicago initiative and 
Chicago courage to battle in the courts for the privilege 
of directing 300,000 cubic feet of Lake Michigan water 
to the lower Mississippi. St. Louis fought the meas- 
ure as the possible source of pollution to its water 
supply, and even the Canadian government entered 
protest to the federal government of the United States. 

But the drainage channel,’as a first link in a deep 
waterway to the guif, has materialized as perhaps first 
of Chicago's seven wonders. 

Grant perk Yanks high among the seven Wonders 
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of Chicago, whether considered as a completed pleasure 
ground, as a titanic masterpiece in the building of it 
out of nothing; or because of the tremendous legal War 
fare which preceded the city’s acquired rights over the 
claims of a great railroad system which fought to the 
courts of last resort. 

Twenty years ago and less the Chicago “lake front” 
was a flat strip of stamping ground, wired off from the 
right of way of the Illinois Central railroad tracks from 
Park row to Randolph street. In summer it was a 
sleeping ground for tramps: and hobos; in winter a 
muddy bog between the pavements of Michigan avenue 
and. the hutlike station ef the Illinois Central railroad 
at Van Buren street. Under the legislative act which 
allowed the railroad to enter the city on piles driven 
in the lake, the [Illinois Central company claimed 
riparian rights to everything east of its roadbed. 

When finally, after the expenditure of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in litigation, the Illinois Central 
was held to the line of its right of way on the east, 
Grant park—to_ the extent of more than 200 acres—was 
laid out in water averaging fifteen feet deep. For more 
than ten years following the driving of these outlining 
piles Chicago has been dumping its winter snows, the 
sweepings of its streets, the accumulating mud and 
clay of the downtown tunnels, and the débris of down- 
town buildings which have been wrecked to make 
room for its modern skyscrapers, besides pumping from 
the bed of the lake the ooze and sand from which the 
water drains, leaving the sediment as filling material. 

Ten million cubic yards of filling material have 
gone into the lake inside the park’s rim of piling. 
Within the year Grant park, made of nothing, promises 
to bloom as the greatest garden spot which ever lay at 
the doorstep of a giant city’s center. Two hundred acres 
of pleasure ground in such proximity to the priceless 
loop district property of downtown as to be beyond 
the measure of money! And when the Field museum 
shall be established there, with its endowment of 
$8,000,000, Grant park will have moved up to a first 
place of attraction for Chicago.

Halsted Street Bridge Is Unique. 

First and last of its kind in existence, the Halsted 
street lift bridge over the south branch of the river 
is so much a Chicago wonder that after fifteen years 
of operation there are thousands of Chicago citizens 
who would not recognize a Dhotograph of the huge 


’ structure. 


In the early "90s, when the central pier bridge in 
the river was declared an obstruction, a Kansas City 
engineer evolved the lift bridge as the solution of the 
navigation problem. Four steel towers rise 165 feet 
in alr at the four corners of the bridge. Steel cables 
attached to the floor of the bridge proper rise to the 
top of these towers, turn over the face of great steel 
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drums, and suspend at the top of each tower two 
balancing weights, each of which wéighs eighty tons. 


So, nearly balanced is the briéj 


Structure, that an 


engine of small horsepower re@@ily lifts its length of 
130 feet and width of 61 feet for a mast clearance of 
100 feet in the river below. The tallest mast on the 
lakes clears the floor of the bridge When it is raised. 

But in spite of the ingenuity of tie builder in get- 
ting the bridge structure out of the way of passing 
lake vessels, the Halsted street Lift bridge has been de- 
clared insuffictent. Its cost was mor than a quarter 
of a million dollars, and its cost ef maintenance has 
been twice as much as that of the m@Wer and accepted 
“jack knife” bridge, while not inff€quently from the 
first the huge structure has “ bw@@ked” on the bridge

Art of Dressing the Hand. 


The manicurist, or hand culturist, also should under- 
stand the art of dressing the hand. This is as impor- 
tant as the dressing of the body. The bare hand may 
be lovely, even as the bare neck is lovely. But, just 
the same, the hand is prettier when dressed. And with 
arms it is particularly true that they are prettiest 
when clothed. Few arms are at their best when 
stripped of lace and jewels, and few arms are s0 ex-~- 
quisitely shaped they can afford to be independent of 
all adornment.

In more than one instance it was a sitting that 
led to the romance and marriage of Chicago photog- 
raphers. Leo A. Steffens is proud of.the fact that his 
“first picture” was that of his wife. It was when she 
was still a schoolgirl with her hair in braids down 
her back that the young man got possession of 4 
fine Camera and started out in search of the prettiest 
subject he knew. What more natural than that he 
should find himself at the house of the young. girl 
who had been his first sweetheart? The picture was 
@ success, and during nine years of married life Mrs. 
Steffens has proved one of his best subjects. 

The romance of Mrs. Melville W. Sykes also started 
in the studio, and it is a pretty one, embodying the 
change of her husband from a young beginner in a 
Wabash avenue studio to a leading position among 
Chicago camera workers. One day a number of girl 
students from the Art institute came in to have their 
pictures taken. One of these girle wondered why the 
young -mrn who was posing her seemed to take such 
a kindl terest in her own success—doing so much 
more for er than he did for the other girls.

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Is“Merry Widow Waltz” 


Copied from Oratorio? 
By William Everett Hicks. 


Is the “ Merry Widow” waltz simply a 
sacred chorus cleverly disguised in the gay 
clothes of the ballroom? Is it only a skillfully 
concealed “appropriation "' from Mendels- 
sohn, dead these sixty years? 

Th questions arose in my mind the other 
af oon as I attended a rehearsal of 
Mendelesohn’s oratorio of “St. Paul,” in 
the Olé South church, New York. Dr. Gerrit 
Smith, the organist and composer, was at 
the Inetrument. Fifty singers were present. 
From the keys came the strains of the oft 
heard chorus, “O Be Gracious, Ye Immor- 
tals.” Suddenty I felt my feet moving as if 
to a walts. Wondering what there was in the 
tune that set my feet going, I began to detect 
a familiarity with some air I had heard be- 
fore. Al at once the organist’s fingers 
seenred to give a slight change to the 
rhythm. Out of the nebulous haze of uncer- 
tainty crept the opening bars of the “‘ Merry 
Widow ” waits. 

Turning to Dr, Franklin D. Lawson, whose 
solo tenor singing in oratorio is known from 
Maine to California, I said: 

* Doesn’t that sound wonderfully like the 
‘Merry Widow’ waltz?’ 

* Why, so it does!"’ he exclaimed. 

“The Mendelssohn chorus,’ said Dr. 
Smith, when he had played both the chorus 
and waltz, ‘is written in the key of A major 
and the ‘Merry Widow’ walts is in the key of 
G major. In each the opening strain hae the 
same intervals. Vocalized, they would be 
sol, do, re. mi. Thesimilarity is striking, not 
merely because the four notes make the 
opening, but because each piece depends on 
that combination for ite success. The time, 
of the chorus is three-quarter, and, of course, 
the waltz ie in three-quarter also. Musicians 
understand there is a difference in three- 
quarter plain and waltz three-quarter. The 
difference is shown in pieces in which the 
signature is 3-4 and in which over the chorua, 
say, is written ‘waits tempo,’ showing the 
difference between the two kinds of time, 

“ While I would not say that Lehar did not 
think of this through his own individual 
mental processes, I should not like such a 
similarity to be pointed out in any of my own 
productions.”

The opinion of Victor Herbert is of spe- 

clal significance because the composer was 
recently the plaintiff in a suit against a 
musical journal that had accused him of 
plagiarism. 
“ Plagiarism? Plagiarism?’ he said. 
“What is it? Is mankind to be dented for- 
ever the use of a certain set of tones be- 
cause once upon a time, away back in the 
past, some composer used those notes? Con- 
sider what music is after all. It consists 
in the combination of a few notes, so few 
that when one thinks of the numerous pro- 
ductions that are being turned out every 
year, the flood of oratorios, cantatas, operas, 
comic operas, operettas, popular songs, etc., 
not to speak of the instrumental pieces, 
whose name is legion, one can only wonder 
that palpable duplications are go few. 

“T have not the least idea that Frans 
Lehar was influenced by Mendelssohn's 
chorus. That there is a striking similarity 
I do not deny, beoamuse the intervals are the 
same, but the difference in the rhythm is 
the thing that gives to the waltz its in; 
diyiduality and stamps it ae original. The 
combination of the tones of the opening 
can be found in any book on vocalism, such 
as Conconne, for example. Then how ab- 
suréd té suggest that Lehar got this com- 

nation from Mendelesohn. I should not 

re to try to estimate how many times 
that combination hag been used as a motif 
in music. Perhaps it may rum into thé 
thousands. See how it can be worked over.”’ 

Tali Esen Morgan, director of the New 
York festival chorus, when asked his opin- 
fon as to the similarity between the waits 
and the chorus, seid: ‘They are much 
alike, so much so that the idea naturally 
arisée in the mind <hat one was appropriated 
from the other.

PAYING FOR PAVEMENTS. . 

The board of local improvements has 
repealed the order for the repaving of 
about a mile and a half of the Sheridan 
road. The street is in bad condition, but 
the owners of the abutting property al- 
most to a man object to paying special 
assessments for a new pavement when 
the old one, laid only a few years ago, 
would be in fairly good condition if it 
were not for the wear and tear of auto- 
mobiles. They contend that the city 
should put the street in good condition, 
and the board of local improvements ad- 
mitted by its action that it thought the 
contention reasonable, 

So the street will remain unimproved 
and will get in worse condition little by 
little unless the property owners can in- 
duce the Lincoln park board to take it 
over as a boulevard and put it in good 
ghape out of its funds. But: if the -board 
cannot be persuaded the property owvers 
may finally make up their minds to accept 
the burden of am assessment. 

Even assuming that the city ought to 
répave the street, it has not the money 
with which to do it. Here one runs 
against the difficulty which meets the mu- 
nicipal government in all directions—its 
lack' of funds. That lack has affected 
other owners of real estate than those on 
the Sheridan road. A part of the cost of 
every new pavement falls by law upon 
the city, bunt there have been repeated 
Jnstances where it has been so hard up 
that it could not pay its share. Then the 


r property owners have gid to choose be- 


tween paying more than they ought to or 
going without an improvement which per- 
haps they sorely needed. 

The framers of the new charter recog- 
nized the injustice of the special assess- 
ment system as administered in Chicago 
by providing that half the cost of re- 
newing a pavement laid subsequent to the 
adoption of the charter should be borne 
by the city. That was an equitable pro- 
vision and it should have appealed to prop- 
erty owners who have paid two or three 
assessments for paring the same street 
when the earlier pavements had been 
worn out by general traffic. 

The defeat of the charter has not dis- 
posed of the street improvement question. 

ements will continue to be worn out 
bs automobiles or other vehicles and real 
estate owners will be’ required to choose 
between special assessments which they

THE CANTICLES ON THE STAGE. 

The latest enterprise of that notable 
organization the English Drama. society 
is a presentation, or production, as the 
professional phrase goes, of the Song of 
Solomon. The English Drama _ society 
has given to its cultivated clientéle. in 
England several interesting revivals of the 
nativity plays, and is equipped to present 
the wonderful Hebrew love. drama with 
a taste and reverence which should be 
proof against even the censor. 

The possibilities of offense are obvious, 
and an American production is certainly 
to be anticipated with some anxiety. 
The Bnglish Drama society’s treatment 
of such a theme and Mr. Belasco’s, for ex- 
ampite, would differ in some impertant 
particulars. There is, however, no essen- 
tial reason why the Song of Solomon, 
with its exquisite lyric beauty, its rapt 
and passionate but stately eloquence, its 
wonderful play of emotion, its effective 
theugh simple formal structure, should 
not be staged. _In a garish playhouse, 
presented in the conventionally. splendid 
manner of the ambitious American pro- 
ducer, it might make a managerial holi- 
day. But under such conditions it could 
hardly be welcomed. 

The time may not be inopportune for 
fhe presentation on the American stage 
in such a manner as to grate on the feel- 
ings of no one of the work of the English 
Drama society. No one who saw “ Every- 
man” will ever doubt the possibility of 
using the stage as a pulpit. 
few pulpits from which have ever issued 
so profoundly moving a sermon as that 
quaint morality. A great poem made im- 
pressive on the stage is a moral and social 
asset not to be undervalued. If it had no 
other value than to impress upon the pub- 
lie within its reach the resources of the 
English language as an instrument of 
power and beauty, it would well justify its 
hazardous appearance on the stage of our 
day. 


AN OBJECT LESSON. 
The owner of am office building has to 


pay taxes and water rates as well as cost. 


of maintenance. The municipality pays 
no taxes on the city hall and is at no ex- 
pense except that of maintenance. At the 
first glance it seems absurd that the city 
should be able to rent an office building 
with more floor space than the city hall 
for less money than it takes to heat and 
light that gloomy structure, run the ele- 
yators, and pay janitors for keeping it 
only indifferently clean. Nevertheless the 
city is to make such a bargain. It. will 
gain space and save money by abandoning 
its tax free building. 

Thus is municipal management discred- 
ited. The private owner can keep his 
building in far better condition than the 
city does its and spend much less money 
in doing it. He accomplishes that by 
avoiding the extravagances of a munici- 
pal payroll, He hires only enough men 
to do the work, and he sees that they dq 
it. If he were as loose in his business 
methods as the city is he would have to 
get more rent or’ he would lose money. 
One may deplore this municipal indiffer- | 
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set ‘S TIME FOR ECONOMY... 
The war department asked for , $30,- 

000,000. for fortifications. A su 

tee of the committee on appropriations has 

recommended that it be given $8,200,000. 

One reason assigned for this radical use 


be offended if the United States were to 
4 quadraple the customary allowance for 
fortifications. It is not necessary to lug 
Japan .into the matter and to profess ‘a 
desire not to ruffie the feelings of that 
country by building forts and mounting 
guns on the Pacifie coast or in the Philip- 
pines. There is a much better excuse 
than that for cutting down the war de- 
partment esfimate. It is the desirability 
of economy. 

This is not a year of surplus revenues. 
The imports for the last three months 


have fallen short by $140,000,000 of 


those frém the same months a year ago. 
The decrease in imports of luxuries shows 
that the p@lic is cutting down expenses, 
which is commendable. The decrease in 
imports of manufacturers’ materials shows 
that the manufacturers are producing 
much less than they were last year, which 
is regrettable. But whatever may be the 
character of the imports, so great a de- 
cline in eir volume involves a great 
shrinkage in goverhment revenues, 

Up to the close of last week the excess 
of expenditures over receipts for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1 last was $31,400,- 
000. For the corresponding period a year 
earlier the receipts exceeded the expendi- 
tures by $44,500,000. These figures pro- 
vide the reason why there should be mod- 
eration in making appropriations for the 
next fiscal year—why there should not 
be feverish activity in spending money 
unless some palpable emergency of the 
near future demands it. Why $30,000,000 
fer fortifications, for instance? An ap- 
propriation for two battleships can be de- 
fended, but not for four: 

In the coursé of time there will be an 
improvement in customs receipts. When 
the manufacturers have got rid of stoeks 
on hand and see clear sailing ahead of 
them they will again begin the purchase 
on a grand scale of the foreign commodi- 
ties they need. The demand for dina- 
monds and other imported luxuries will 
revive. In the meantime it behooves the 
government, as it does any private indi- 
vidual or corporation, to accommodate its 
expenses to its receipts instead of setting 
out to spend in a daywf deficits more than 
it did in a day of surpluges.

He should have asked 
some capable lawyer as to the advisabil- 
ity of putting a reformed convict on his 
pay roll) The lawyer would have told 
him that if he wished to do effective 
muckraking he ought to get a more trust- 
worthy assistant. Apparently the minis- 
ter consulted nobody, but turned aside 
from the useful work in. which he had 
been engaged—that of improving condi- 
tions in his immediate neighborhood—and 
sought a broader but, as the event proved, 
a less fruitful feld of labor. 

This would indeed be an unfortunate 
incident if it were to induce either minis- 
ters or laymen to relax in the slightest 
degree efforts to protect their own neigh- 
borhoods against the encroachments of 
erime and vice. That is an undertaking 
which every reputable citizen should be 
proud to take part in. In carrying on 
such work the aid of hjred jai? birds is 
unnecessary, but that of the police should 
be given unhesitatingly whenever asked 
for. They should be active partners in 
every endeavor to prevent the invasion of 
a respeetable locality by vicious charac- 
ters. 


ADVERTISING THAT PAID. 

It may be a paradox in mechanics, but 
in philanthropies it seems to be true that 
the heart expands under pressure. At 
any rate that has been the result in Eng- 
land, where the sum given to charities 
and religious enterprises has 
considerably in the last decade. 

In this period the population increased 
10 per cent; the sum given, 46 per cent. 
In 1896 the total income of the chief in- 
stitutions supported by voluntary gifts 
was $40,000,000. It is now over $60,- 
000,000. Bequests to hospitals and mis- 
sions are said to have become far more 
common and the gross total of testamen- 
tary gifts has increased greatly.

But 
it has always enjoyed an unenviable celebrity 
for its, insubordination to all authority, and 
} for its antagonism to the dynasty that hap-’ 
pened to occupy the throne at Madrid. 

It is the headquarters not merely of the 
republican movement, but Mkewise of so- 
cialism and of the Anarchist agitation in 
the south of Europe, Scarcely a we passes 
without some more or less serious anarchist 
outrage, and when King Alfonso insisted the 
other day, despite the objections of his min- 
isters and courtiers, upon visiting Barcelona, 
he was regarded as having bonfronted the 
gravest of dangers, and was welcomed on his 
return to Madrid as if he had performed 
some act of most.extraordinary bravery. 

In fact, not only in hig own dominions, 
but also in all the capitals of Europe, and 
even in this country, it was generally antici- 
pdted that his visit to Barcelona would not 
pass off without some more or less murder- 
ous attempt being made Ao put an end to his 
life. So great, however, was the ethusiasm 
with which he was welcomed at Barcelona 
that he became convinced that if he visited 
the place more frequently, if Barcelona, in 
fact, saw more of its reigning house, there 
would be less republican sentiment and fewer 
revolutionary disturbances in the north of 
Spain, that north whieh from &n industria! 
point of view constityLes the economic back- 
bone of'the kingdom. 

—— 


On learning this, Queen Christina at once 
proclaimed her readiness to take up her resi- 
dence at Barcelona, and to maintain a royal 


which “she does not spend at her summer 
home in San Sebastian. By converting San 
Sebastian into the summer residence of the 
reigning house for the last twenty years, 
Christina virtually has. put an end to all 
that Carlism which formerly was rampant 
throughout the northwest of Spain, ard has 
converted its population from enthusiastic 
adherents of Don Carlos into loyal subjects 
of the crown. 

She is now determined to accomplish the 
same thing at the other extremity of the 
Pyrenees—namely: at Barcelona, and last 
week the.council of ministers at Madrid grate- 
fully accepted her offer and gave its full ap- 
proval to her project. 

In making the move, she also is prompted 
by the consideration that as long as she re- 
mains at Madrid she necessarily stands in 
the way of her daughter-in-law, the young 
queen, and that herson and his consort; fond 
as they are of her, would perhaps be freer, 
and therefore happier, if she were not living 
all the time under their roof in the royal 
palace at Madrid. 

~~ 

It remains to be seen which of the several 
royal residences the queen mother will od 
cupy at Barcelona. There is, for instance, 
the Casa Real, formerly the residence of 
the Gothic kings, afterwards inhabited by 
the counts of Barcelona, then by the kings 
of Aragon, then thé seat. of the inquisition, 
afterwards the headquarters of the viceroys, 
and which was arranged for the accommoda- 
tion of Isabella Il. when she visited Barce- 
lona in 1844. Then there is the Palacio de la 
Reina. 

It is probable that the Palacio de la Rein 
will be prepared as the home of the seea: 
mother, who is to maintain a state unknown 
there since the days of the old kings.of 
Aragon, whose glories she wil! revive. 

The inhabitants of Barcelona are not only 
intelligent and industrious, but also gay 
and pleasure loving people. Indeed, social 
life ig. developed there more strong)y, in the 
American d English sense of the word, 
‘than im any ercity of Spain; and there are 
"at least twenty theaters, playing all the 
time to full houses, that is to say, More 
important places of amusement than pos- 
sessed by Madrid. 

The establishment of a court there, with 


its presence will entafl, together with the . 

visits of royal and imperial personages to 
the queen mother from the various courts 
of. Europe, will tend still further to promote 
the brilliancy and prosperity of Barcelona; 
while the courage of the queen in declining 
to take any notice of the bad name of the 
city, and in intrusting the care of her safety 
to its people, is just the kind of thing which 
appeals to the chivairy of a nation such as 
the Spaniards, especially of those in the 
northerh partion of the kingdom. 

It is a clever move on the part of the queen 
and is in keeping with the wonderful ability 
which she displayed during her sixteen diffi- 
cult years of regency, And it is likewise a 
courageous move, and she deserves every 
admiration for the devotion to her son. and 
for the pluck which she is showing in the 
matter.

Lions are so unusual a gift nowadays 
that some words of explanation are required 
as to the reasons which have led the em- 
peror of Abyssinia to dispatch two sturdy 
specimens of this monarch of beasts to 
Pius X. as a token of his regard. To say 
that the pontiff was disconcerted and startled 
by the present Is to put the matter altogether 
mildly. 

It seems that during the recent interchange 
of letters which took place about a year ago 
between the pontiff and the Abyssinian mon- 
arch, the latter was struck by the fact that 
the lion,of St. Mark appeared on the papal 
seal, among the armorial bearings of Pius X. 

Now St. Mark is the patron saint of Abys- 
sinia, and the lion constitutes the heraldic 
emblem of its emperor; and as soon as Mene- 
lik caught gight of the seal of the pope, he at 
once took it for granted that Pius X. had 
assumed his heraldic lion and his patron 
saint, St.Mark, by way of compliment to him- 
self. 

It is not in any degree surprising that he 
should regard the armorial bearings adopted 
by Pius X. as not merely a compliment. but 
as an act of homage to himself, and it is to 
show his appreciation thereof that he has 
sent two lions as a gift to the holy father. 


UHURCH AND CLERGY. 


It costs the 4,600 members of the Southern 
Methodist church in Dallas, Tex., about $15,- 
000 annually for their preachers. 

The new Episcopal bishop to fill the place 
left vacant by Bishop Satterlee’s death will 
be elected in May at Washington.

That an understanding of this kind exists 
between America and Great Britain, especial- 

with that Greater Britain which com- 

ses King Edward's huge, séif-governing 
dependencies known as the Gominion of Can- 
ada and the commonwealth of Australia, has 
received another eloquent demonstration by 
the announcement of the further itinerary of 
the American battleship fleet after leaving 
San Francisco. 

It is of vital importance to England, to ths 
United States, to Canada, and more especial- 
ly to Australian that the Pacific ocean should 
remain free from danger of mastery by any 
one maritime power. 

There is one nation which, rightly or 
wrongly, is credited with the determination 
of securing the. absolute psy t iged the Pa- 
cific—namely: Japan. 

True, the able statesmen at the head of 
its government have been explicit in their 
repudiation of any such aspirations, 

* But it cannot be deniéd that these aspira- 
tions constitute part and parcel of popular 
sentiment in the Land of the Rising Sun, 
and that with the. Introduction of westera 
methods of administration the will of the 
crown and its ministers is becoming more 
and-more subservient to that of the people.

No matter how pacific the intentions of the 
mikado and his constitutional advisers, the 
Japanese, largely through ‘thefr own fault, 
have come to be regarded*as committed to 
a policy which is a menace not only tothe 
prosperity but alsc té the peace of ait of 


those powers whose territories are washed | 


by the Pacfific. 
Apprehensions on this score heve been 


“based largely on the belief. abroad that until 


the completion of the Panama cana) or the 
construction of a second fleet the United 
States would be a negligible quantity from 
a naval point of view as far as the Pacific 
was concerned, and that Great Britain was 
bound hand and foot by her treaty of alliance 
with Japan-—in fact, that there would be 
no obstacle for a number of years to Japan's 
maritime mastery of the Pacific ocean. 

The visit of the American fleet to the 
dominion and to Australia, which have the 
same diffitulties to contend with In economic 
and immigration questions as the United 
States, constitutes a quiet and friendly inti- 
mation to the world at large and to the Japa- 
nese people in particular that Uncle Sam de- 
clines to countenance the idea of one power 
exercising a mastery over the Pacific, and 
that no matter what the provisions of the 
Anglo-Japanese treaty of alliance Greater 
Britain is at one with him in this,object— 
bound to him in the matter af a community 
of interests. 

Far from being considered as an affront by 
the sagaciots ruler of Japan and by the 
shrewd statesmen—such as, for instance, the 
Marquis Ito—who are his principal and most 
trusted advisers, the action of. the presi- 
dent will be welcomed by them as destined 
to strengthen their hands in resisting the 
danger of papular Chauvinism. 

For when the Japanese people see that their 
ambitions to become masters of the Pacific 
would encounter, not weak but extremely 
powerful resistance on the part of the United 
States, supported in the matter by Greate: 
Britain, and by the good will of most other 
European powers, they will abstain from’ 
harassing their government. and from at- 
tempting to force the latter into a course 
which it is at considerable tfouble and pains 
to repress. ‘ 

~~ 

Under other circumstances the manifesta- 
tion which is now about to take place of an 
understan.ing between the two great Eng- 
lish speaking powers of the world would be 
likely to excite ill will and jealousy on the 
part of other great European nations. 

But in this particular instance there is no # 
feeling of this kind. On the contrary, the 
demonstration meets with as much approval 
in Berlin, in Paris, and in other European 
capitals as it does in this country ane in 
Engiand. 

For Germany with her colonies of Kiao- 
chau, and New Guinea and her prospective 
possession of the Dutch East: Indies, and 
France with her huge dependencies of Cochin- 
China’ and Tongking, have ererything to 
fear from a Japanese mastery of the Pacific 
and everything to gain from the curbing of 
the aspirations in this direction on the part’ 
of Dal Nippon. 

Nowhere has the course of President 
Roosevelt in sending the American battle- 
ship fleet first of all to San Francisco and 
then to Australia excited more genuine 
satisfaction than in France, where both the 
government and the people are bécoming 
more and more alarmed by what are believed 
to be the designe of Japan upon their pos- 
sessions In eastern Asia. 

True, there fs @ treaty between Japan'‘and 
France containing mutual pledges for the 
maintenance of the status quo in the far 
orient.

Max Fiedler, who has been appointed con- 
ductor of the Boston Symphony orchestra 
as successor to Dr. Kar!

He has the reputa- 
tion in Germany of being one of the finest 
musicians in the country and is regarded 
as an authority on the great classics of 
musical Mterature. His years as director of 
the Hamburg conservatory seem not to have 
developed in him any pedagogic or pedantic 
tendencies, and a review of his programs 
for the philharmonic concerts in Hamburg 
shows that while he has paid due respect 
to the great men of the past he has kept 
himself thoroughly abreast of the times. 

It is an interesting fact about Mr. Fiedler 
that he is the first conductor the orchestra 
has had since Henschel, who Is better known 
in concert than in opera. Gericke came from 


the Vienna opera house with little or no 


concert experience. Nikisch and Paur came 
from the municipal opera in Leipsic, and 
neither of them had done much in concert 
work. Dr, Muck came from the royal opera 
in Berlin, and while he had done consid- 
erable concert work during his career, he 
was primarily an operatic conductor, a fact 
which did not make his first season in Bos- 
ton any too easy, for the compilation of 
twenty-fodr different programs is not a 
simple task even when a man has made a 
specialty of contert work. It is Mr. Fiedler’s 
reputation for breadth of view which had 
much to do with hia choice as Dr. Muck's 
successor.

Building News of Week. 


Mrs. Louise A. Boyd of San Franciaco, who 
bought the Bush Temple of Music at North 
Clark street atid Chicago avenue about two 
yeare ago, is said to plan an,extensive addi- 
tion to the building on the north, It will 
have a frontage of 52 feet, with a depth of 
150 feet, covering two lots.

Bill to Be Filed Tomorrow to 
Test Rights to Calumet River. 


SUIT TO ASK INJUNCTION. 


Basis the Expected Damage to Com- 
merce by Lowering Lake... 


A suit will be filed tomorrow by United 
States District Attorney Sims against the 
sanitary district, asking an injunction re- 
straining the district from diverting the Calu- 
met river. The suit is the outcome of an ar- 
rangement to settle the rights of the district. 
The sanitary trustees, the secretary of war, 
and the legal department of the government 
are parties to the arrangement. 

Mr. Sims declined to give out any informa- 
tion concerning the case except to admit that 
the bill had been completed and would be filed 
tomorrow morning in the United States Cir- 
cuit court. ; 

‘* Yes,”’ said Mr. Sims, “ this matter has 
been under investigation and advisement 
for some time and now the bill has been com- 
pleted and is ready to be filed. Itis true that 
an injunction is to be sought to restrain the 
sanitary district from diverting the river’s 
channel. Further than this I cannot talk 
about the affair in advance of the filing of the 
suit.’ 

Suit Said to Be a Friendly One. 

That the suit is a friendly one, started at 
the instigation of both sides in the contro- 
versy for the purpose of determining what 
rights the sanitary district has, was learned 
at the offices of the drainage board. 

The bill of the government, it is said, al- 
leges that if the building of the channel ‘is 
permitted the level of Lake Michigan will be 
so much lowered as to interfere with the 
commerce of the great lakes. On thi’ point 
the sult is based, and it is sdid that the alle- 
gation stands upon an investigation madelby 
the international waterways commission. 

“The suit is significant in this way,’”’ said 
John C. Williams, chief attorney in the local 
department of the sanitary district. “ The 
matter has been under consideration for some 
time, and resulted in an arrangement with 
the secretary of war for the bringing of an 
amicable suit to learn what our rights are. 

“The report of the international waterways 
commission brought the prospect of serious 
controversy, but by the action that“is now 
being taken we will know just exactly what | 
steps to take. It would cost something like 
$12,000,000 or $15,000,000 to construct the 
channel. It would be folly, of -course, to go 
ahead and spend the money and then find 
out that we had an obstacle before us in the 
form of the United States government. 

Outcome of the Case. 

*“ This suit will determine whether we have 
the right to construct the channel. Should 
the matter be decided in favor of the sani- 
tary district the channel can be built with- 
out interference. If the suit should ter- 
minate in favor of the government then 
the construction would be prevented unless 
leave should be granted to build by specia) 
act of congress.”
